Jefferson 
withdrew from this firm and really re¬ 
tired from the theatrical busloesi. This 
left the firm under Its present name of 
Klaw A Erlanger. 

For many years, this firm has op¬ 
erated. booking all of the high-class at¬ 
tractions, and until several years ago. 
some of the popular-price attractions 
also. Then they encoumtered nnlld op¬ 
position In the firm of Stair A Havlln. 
which firm operates the Masonic and 
Avenue In Louisville. A few years ago. 
It Is understood, an arnangement was 
made whereby Stair A Havlln would 
control all of the popular-price attrao- 
tlons In their cJ^*ulit of Uieaters, and 
Klaw A Erlang^ w'Ould continue to 
book the higher class attractions. 
Since then the two firms have w'orked 
honiioniously and eailsfactorlly to¬ 
gether on this basis.

Independents Organise. 


It Is now something like three years 
since the nx>ven>ent was started to or¬ 
ganize what was styled an independent 
syndicate. The prime movers In this 
were Sam S. and Lee Shubert. David 
Belasco and Harrison Grey Flake. 
Much of the success of the Shubert 
syndicate, aa it was known was due 
to the work of Sam S. Shubert, who, 
as Is known, was killed In a railroad 
w'reck Bomevhlng more than a year ago. 
Lee and J. Shubert. his brothers, have 
since been the active Shuberts In tho 
organization bearing this name, which 
has been strengthened in the mui^r of 
attractions by. those controUea by 
Messrs. Belasco and Fiske. 

As is known. Klaw A Erlanger re¬ 
cently announced their determination 
to enter the vaude'vlire field. Opposed 
to them were Oscar Harnniersteln and 
the vaudeville magnates, Keith and 
Proctor. It Is said on reliable author¬ 
ity that Klaw & EJrlanger have already 
signed contracts with w'ell known stars 
to appear for a number of yeai;s on the 
new vaudeville circuit, and that these 
contracts represent approximately $2,- 
000,000 In salaries.

Beaaon For Amalgamation. 


Announcements have oome from var. 
louB places of the alleged Intentions 
of Klaw A Erlanger either to build 
houses or acquire them for playing 
vau*levllle. The claim of too many 
high-class or $1.50 theaters seems a 
reasonable excuse for the Shuberts and 
Klaw A Erlanger to have amalg.'im.ated 
their interests, especially In view of 
the fact that the acquirement of tho 
Shubert theaters will give Klaw A 
Erlanger the houses they now seek in 
w’hich to book vaudeville. It Is, of 
course, also a reasonable supposition 
to believe that the house© that have 
remained In the Klaw' A Erlanger cir¬ 
cuit will continue to have the hlgh- 
clnas dramatic atraotions, while tho 
Shu'berl houses. will be devoted to 
vaudeville. This means that Macanley's 
will play the same class of attractions 
seen there In the past, while the Mary 
Anderson will join the ranks of "the 
continuous,” beginning next seasm. 

This consolidation really dears up the 
political situation to a greater extent 
than W'ould ha;\’e been possible In any 
other way. It puts an end first and 
foremoot, to a bitter war lhat has been 
waged, and establishes all legitimately 
dranmtiQ managements again on a 
boaia of frtefidahip. It also means that 
all of the gre^^stars .and productions 
In America wfIT be undei*' one mahage- 
menft. and that there wlU bo so many 
of them now' that the standard of at- 
tmcUobs will be higher than It e\'er 
was In the history of this country.

The consolidation of the Klaw A Er¬ 
langer and Shubert theatrical Interests 
comes really os a natural consequence 
In view of tho recent entry Into the 
vaudc\1Uo field by Klaw A Erlanger.

Some 
fifteen or more years ago Charles Jef¬ 
ferson, son of the late Joseph Jefferson, 
with A. L. Erlanger and Mare Klaw, 
formed a partnership for Uie booking 
of high class atlrootlons. Due In a great 
measure to tho work of Al Hayman, 
high among the business theatrical men 
in tho East, the firm secured control 
of theaters from New England o Cali¬ 
fornia until the firm practically had the 
situation In Its own hands. The wis¬ 
dom of this step was based on the foot 
that under the consolidated arrange¬ 
ment the theatrical business would be 
systematized and placed upon a sound 
and reliable fooling. For Instance, 
managers would not have to go to New 
York in the summer and make a fight 
to secure attmcllona. then have any 
star w'ho might so desire, cancel his 
dates at any time If he or she could get 
more advantageous time elsew'here.

TALKS ABOUT ALMA MATER. 


ClnclnnaU, O.. April 27.—Smojclng the 
pipe of peace with vigorous W'hlffs, but 
with his friends carrying a war bonnet 
within his easy reach. Secretarj* of 
Wot Taft to-day returned to his homo 
reservation. His public uttorancea 
wore devoid of political Impprt, and 
his private W'ords were those of har¬ 
mony and good w'lll. During the after¬ 
noon. however, he set In political coun¬ 
cil with the wise men, and throughout 
the day dozen* of belligerent young 
bucks did scalp dances and made much 
poUtlcai w'ar talk. 

The Secretary himself was coiv 
sistently silent upon all matters relat¬ 
ing to the presidency. Senator For- 
aker, the leader of the political party 
faction opposing tho Secretary In thlff 
State, sustain^ to-day*a deep j>ersonai 
sorrow in the death of his brother. 
James R. Foraker. It is. therefore, cer¬ 
tain that there can be during the pres¬ 
ent Western trip of Secretary Taft no 
political argument or debate between 
him and the Senator.

Friends Demonstrative 


BLelra Contend For Property Worth 
9200,000 Left By St Joe 
Merchant., 


New Castle. Ky., April 27.—CSpecial.] 
—Tho Roberts will case has Just been 
compromised hera Joseph H. Roberts 
died In St Joseph. Mo., something like 
a year ago. leaving an estate estimated 
to be worth from $160,000 to $200,000. 
He bequeathed to his brothers and sis¬ 
ters, moat of whom live In this county. 
To Mrs. Dick D. Smuth was given a 
much larger amount than to any other 
person. Besides, she was given In In 
fee a fine farm near this place. 

Another sister, Mrs. Kate Lamaster. of 
Campbellsburg, brought suit In the Cir¬ 
cuit Court at St Joseph. Mo., contest¬ 
ing the will. Other sisters In sympathy 
with her wore made nominal defendants 
In tho oaso. The petition alleged un¬ 
due influence on tho part of Mrs. 
Smith. The partlea had gone Into the 
taking of depositions here when tho 
compromise was effected. This was 
brought about by Parke C. Smith, a 
mutual friend. The only concession 
Mrs. Smith makes is to take a life 
tenure In the farm for herself and her 
husband in lieu of an absolute title for 
herself, and this on condition that they 
leave no children. They have none. 
All other features of the will remain 
undisturbed. 

Not a little feeling has arisen over 
the suit. Mrs. Smith, under the terms 
of tho compromise, merely compiles 
with the request of tho testator, made 
In a letter written after the will was 
made, and now In her possession. All 
allegations of undue Influence that 
w'ere made In the petition are retracted. 


The friends of the Secretary were 
more demonstrative than he, and dhtof 
among them were the men from Yale 
W'ho oame here, as did the Secretary, 
to attend the annual convention of the 
Associated Weetem Yale Clubs. Sec¬ 
retary Taft as president of the organi¬ 
zation. held the gavel at the bualnesg 
meeting In the morning and again at 
the banquet in the evening. 

Although the Secretary announce^i 
upon his arrival In the city, that h# 
would not In any manner allude to 
politico during his vlsH to the West, 
there was no such restraint upon tho 
young men from Yale. They hailed 
from nearly every State in the Union, 
between the Alleghenies and the Mls- 
slsrippl, and many w'ere present from 
the South. Their allusions to tho 
"next President of thjc United States” 
were frequent and popular. The selv- 
tlment could not be downed, and, al¬ 
though the Secretary''Ignored It as 
much as he could. It, was Impossibls 
to entirely pass It by. . 

The first outbreak came In tho busi¬ 
ness meeting of the morning. Tho Sec¬ 
retary, as presiding offlcor, had an¬ 
nounced the personnel of a Nominating 
Committee and mentioned the offiocs 
they W'ere to fill. As he finished a volco 
from the throng offered an amendment 
ns follow'*: "And also nominate the 
next President of the United States." 
A spontaneous yell came from the con¬ 
vention. but tho Secretary was un^- 
moved. 

"The gentleman Is out of order," he 
said, with such a definite lack of ap¬ 
preciation that the men who had 
cheered the words, tried to make up 
for their own misconduct by glartng 
with strong disapproval at the man 
W'ho had led them astray. Ho sank 
Into his seat looking abashed.

Signs of Campaign. 


At to-nlght*8 banquet, however, the 
Hgns w’ore on ewry idde of the com¬ 
ing presldentlaJ campaign. The Secre¬ 
tary himself was unmo\'ed or Jocular at 
the frequent aJlusions and the con¬ 
tinued applatise which followed them* 
He was at all times noncommittal, but 
for the men from Yale and the bow of 
presidential promise w'os already arch¬ 
ing thie Eficy and It fVmnod nothing 
more, nothing le4W than a political 
hdlo for the head of Taft of Yale. So 
they rendered great gJbry to the school 
in that It had sent forth the man and 
gave much honor to tho man beoauss 
he had entered the school. 

Secretary Taft, as presiding officer 
and toastmaster, delivered the first ad¬ 
dress of tho evening. 

"This 1* a time In hlstor>*." he said, 
"when association is the order of the 
day. and a s>'Tnpa1heUo feeling among 
even a few on any subjeot justifies 
the forming of a society. It may be 
superfluous tx> point out or dwell on 
rhe reason for the association In whoop 
name we gather to-nlghL The humor 
of an occasion like this is chiefly rom- 
Intsoent, and It Is not inappropriate 
therefore, so Invite your attention to 
the fact that In this city. In December, 
1864, in o law' office in the Mosonlo 
Temple, was organized the first Yale 
club that was formed anywhere In this 
country of the graduates of our alma 
mater, and That in Uhls company are 
tottering ni>d venerable alumni of the 
classes of 1863 and 1864 who were pres, 
ent ai that firgt meeting." 

Secretary Taft then pointed out that 
Uve foundation of clubs of college grad¬ 
uate* hiad growm into a custo>m. and he 
briefly outlined the idea which led to 
the formation of tho Western Federa¬ 
tion of Yhle Clubs, which had Its first 
meeting In Chicago rw'o years ago. Its 
second in 6t. l^^uls and now' Its third 
In Cincinnati. The advantage of such 
an orgnoizatlon. he said. Is. that it 
mokes for the good of Yale In that It 
arouses Interest In tho university and 
binds toge<t:her the members of the or¬ 
ganization.

college community of New Haven than i 
In the body politic at large. The change 
has not aiieoted the spirit of Inde¬ 
pendence, or self-reliance, or democracy 
that we all like to think of as especial¬ 
ly characterlsttc of Yale." 

Secretary Taft adverted to the faert 
that since the last meeting of the 
federation he had been honored by 
ejection as member of the governing 
body of Yale. He pointed out that in 
tho evolution of the university, Yale is 
not now a sectarian Institution. “This 
Is offlolal,” he said, “for It has come 
^'llhln the benefits of the Carnegie fund 
as a nonsectarian Institution, and It Is 
purely so.“ He expressed gratification 
that he had found the view taken by 
the clerical members of Yale corpora/- 
tlon with reference to liberal instruc¬ 
tion, particularly In theology, to be 
broad and tolerant.

He said, however, that the corporation 

S ursued the wise policy of not med- 
llng and In leaving to the president 
the managementt of the various de¬ 
partments. He stamped with his ap< 
proval the Tale meth<^ of dealing with 
•thletlcs, indicating his belief that pub¬ 
lic opinion would place restraint upon 
excesses in respect to athletics. He 
was gratified to see the spirit of ap¬ 
preciation of high scholarship that was 
Itsplayed by the students at a recent 
meeting of the Phi Beta Kappa As¬ 
sociation. 

“We are here to acknowledge the 
debt that we owe and the gratitude 
that we feel to our alma mater. Taken 
as a w'hole, Tale men are hot wealthy 
I think generally they have acquired 
more of Influence than of riches, and 
therefore we are not able to give as 
much to the university os she ought 
to have, but I believe that a success 
ful method has been brought about for 
materially Improving the finances of 
the university.’* 

In conclusion, in presenting President 
Hadley, of Yale, to his fellow alumni, 
Becrets^ Taft said; 

‘Tt la now more than a dozen years 
ago since the Yalo men of Cincinnati 
met and passed a resolution that in 
their optnlun.the person to be selecttd 
to succeed P resident DwMght was Ar- 
T thur Hadley, of the class of ’78. This 
I was the first formal expression of opln- 
i Ion from BJiy part of the country. We 
" cannot say that his selection was due 
to that resolution, but we can take 
pride In tho fact that that resolution 
expressed the general opinion of the 
alumni of Yale and of tho corporation, 
and 'we can take further pride In the 
triumphant vindication of pur Judg 
inent. which the administration of 
President Hadley so abundantly fur¬ 
bishes.”

ACCORDANCE WITH CUSTOM, 


New Orleans, April 27.—MaJ. Gen. 
Bolling, commanding the Virginia di¬ 
vision. U. C. V., is appointed chief 
marshal of the parade at tho Rich¬ 
mond reunion of the Confederate Vet¬ 
erans In a general order issued to-day 
by Stephen D. Lee, General command¬ 
ing the U. C. V. 

MaJ. Gen. Bolling is also directed, 
upon the occasion of the parade, to 
place the senior Brigadier General of 
his dl\islon in command of the Vir¬ 
ginia division, and give his entire at¬ 
tention to the “important duty of 
chief marshal.”

Conspiracy In Restraint of Trade Al¬ 
leged In Suit—Victory For 
the Government, 


Indianapolis, April 27.—[Special.]—A 
tentative agreement for a decree was 
reached at a conference, to-day, be¬ 
tween attorneys representing practical- 
ly all of the defendants In the case 
of the United States against the Na¬ 
tional Association of Rett^U Drugiglsta 
and others, and Addison C. Harris and 
C. W. Miller, associate counsel for the 
Government 

This case Is know’n as the “Drug 
trust case.” Of the ninety-two de^ 
fendants, attorneys representing all but 
n^e. have joined In the agreemenit, sub¬ 
ject in a number of cases, however, to 
the approval of their clients. 

Tn a general way the agreement pro- 
^vides for an injunction against the de- 
I Tendams which will restrain them from 
the alleged acta complained of In the 
bill of complaint It was alleged that 
they had entered Into a conspiracy tn 
restraint of trad© end commerce and In 
violation of the Sherman law. Various 
aillegaUons w’ere mode against each of 
the defendanit organizations named as 
being a pert of a general scheme 
against those w'ho were not members of 
the association or would not abide by 
the alleged methods of the association.*!. 

Tho agreement. If It goes through. Is 
a complete victory for the OovenvrSent. 
the defendants simply saying the coat 
of further litigation. 

The defendants named In the rult 
w ere the Natlbnal Association of Retail 
Druggists, the National wholesale; 
Druggists' Association, the Tripartite ' i 
Proprietors, the Blackll.st Manufac¬ 
turers, the t^liolesale Contract Pro¬ 
prietors and the Dlrcot Contract Pro¬ 
prietors. together with the officers, 
agents and mejnbers of these various 
associations. 

The time set for beginning the taking 
of testimony in the case, before Noble 
C. Butler, w'ho was appointed special 
master. Is May 7. and thoze defendants 
W'ho have at that time failed to Join ' I 
in the agreement will be proceeded 
against. It is related that the nine 
defendants who have failed to join In 
are not members of any special asso¬ 
ciation, but are scattered throughout 
the defendants' organizations. Con¬ 
ferences looking to an agreement have 
been carried on In this city for several 
days.

WINTER PRICES 


TO BE MAINTAINED ALL SUM¬ 
MER BY MILKMEN. 


Trying To Form Combination of 
Dairymen In Lexington To 
This End. 


Lexington. Ky., April 27.—[Special.]— 
At a meeting held by the Fayette 
County Dairymen's Association this 
afternoon, a committee of three was 
appointed to canvass the dairymen and 
eecuro their signatures to an agree¬ 
ment to nvalntalji the winter prices of 
milk oil summer. The wlhtor price of 
milk has been twenty-flve cents a gal¬ 
lon, wholesale and thirty cents a gal¬ 
lon at retail. It has been tho custom 
of tho dairymen on May 1 to reduce 
prices to twenty and twenrty-ilve cents. 
At the meeting to-day, however, the 
resolution was unanimously adopted to 
attempt to maintain the winter prices 
all the year around, the excuse be¬ 
ing given that feed and Vabor has ad¬ 
vanced In prloe. It was suggested that 
all dairymen who could not get the 
trust price for their milk should take 
It to some of the creameries and have 
It converted Into butter.

HOW FAMOUS SPEAKERS HAVE 
USED STAMMERIHO.

One wonders of Demosthenes whether 
he ever in after years resumed of set 
piirx>oee tha>t habit of stammering 
which he had taken such heroic «neana 
to eradicate. A stammer is a most 
effective trick sometimes, and we know 
that Alciblades found his lisp by no 
means the least useful of his many 
^ winning ways. The trick in oratory 
I combines both the conventional mean¬ 
ings of the w'ord; it is sometimes a 
habit, sometimes a w’lll. sometimes 
both. 

Addison tolls a capital story of a 
trick in forensic oratory. At vVestmin- 
ster Hall "there was a counsellor who 
never pleaded without a piece of pack¬ 
thread in his hand, which he used to 
tw'lst about a thumb or Anger all the 
time he w'os speaking; the %vags of 
ihoso days called it 'the thread of his 
discourse/ for ho was not able to utter 
a word without It”—as a foolish client 
proved once to his own cost, for ho 
stole the thread and his advocate came 
to utter grief. 

It is the second description of trick, 
the ''taking dodge,” to borrow a phrase 
from the vernacular, which Is the more 
generally Interostlng. The classic In¬ 
stance w'hlch naturally occurs to every 
one is Burke’s famous "dagger scene” 
In the House of Commons, when he em¬ 
phasized his peroration regarding the 
Reign of Terror in France by dramatic 
ally throwing a dagger on the floor of 
the house as an example of the meth¬ 
ods of the apostles of liberty, equality 
and fraternity. 

Id a way this recalls an Incident of 
the recent election, says the London 
Globe, though the oratorical trick in 
this case w’as unpremedllaled. A can¬ 
didate—there Is no need to mention 
names—was advocating tariff reform 
w'hen a zealous free trader threw an 
unw'holesome looking tomato at him, 
an "argument” w'hich greatly delighted 
the zealous one’s faction. "Rotten, of 
course." remarked rthe candidate, "so 
much for cheap Imports,” 

One of the tricks credited lo Sheridan 
was very much on the lines of a fa¬ 
mous "score,” of classic times. A mem¬ 
ber whoso admiration for tho brilliant 
statesman was not tempered with dis¬ 
cretion greatly annoyed Sheridan by 
continually ejaculating. "Hear, hear!" 
without rhyme or reason. Sheridan de¬ 
termined lo give him a lesson. At the 
close of one of his speeches, donuncia- 
tor>' of some individual, he u.sod the 
words, ''W’bere shall we And a more 
foolish knave, or a more knavish fool 
than ho?" 

"Hear, hear!” came as usual from 
the troublesome enthusiast. Sheridan 
bowed, thanked him for so obligingly 
supplying the required information, 
and resumed hts seat. 

And long centuries before, Demosthe- 
nes. Inveighing against an opponent 
who was suspected of rcscelvlng sub- 
.sldles from the Court of Persia, pas¬ 
sionately asked the crowded audience. 
"Is ho not Mlsthotos— a hireling.” But, 
as though inadvertently he mispro¬ 
nounced the worcLs so obviously that 
the audience shouted out corrections 
from all points—"Mlsthotos! Mistho- 
tos!” the ^ect of which was to make 
the citizens themselves apply the op¬ 
probrious epithet. 

Not ver>’ dissimilar In character is 
one of the many tricks attributed to 
Curran. He was engaged on a case 
wherein the principal witness on the 
other side w'as a gentleman of posi¬ 
tion, whose evidence, if accepted, would i 


bo conclusive. In his opening speech, 
Curran Inveighed with all the bitier- 
noas and eloquence In his power 
against the chief witness for the other 
side but without actually mentioning 
his name. When the time came for tho 
witness—a Mr. Leger—to be sworn, 
Curran interposed in the blandest w'ay 
that this W'as surely a needless formal¬ 
ity; Mr. Leger's character was such 
that he felt sure the jury would accept 
his simple assertion. The unfortunate 
man fell into the trap. "I am glad. 
Mr. Curran, you have a better opinion 
of me now than w'hen you first spoke.” 
"You admit, then, sir. tliat. though I 
named no names, you recognized my 
description as applying to yourself?” 

Another of Curran’s oratorical tricks 
is not upJlike one Sheridan perpetmted 
on the Hou.se. In ihils case, the last 
Fpeoker, it will be remembered, had 
wound up hie speech wr^ittih a dassical 
quotation, whi<ih, to judge from 
tbe pilaudlls It received, made a 
most effective point. Sheridan In 
his reply regret ted the hon¬ 
orable n^emfber had not conrpleted 
the quotation: he would db so himself, 
and the House would then see how fa¬ 
tal to the contentiion of the hontwufble 
member wnaa the authority ho had 
cited. \Mhereupon Sherldim* with mag- 
niiflcent drame/tlc effect, recited a so¬ 
norous piece of glbberl^. And the 
House applauded vigorously. 

Curran’s trick was at the expense of 
a prKemeuturaflly sttipld jury. .The 
Judge happened to be a consummate 
dasslcal scholar, and. knowing Ouman 
to be the same, w'as naturally astound¬ 
ed on hearing him quote a piece of 
Ladn as coming from the Phantcusma- 
gorin of the hieKorlan Hesiod. 

"You mean Latin poet. Mr. Curran. 
Hesiod was a Greek, a poet, and not an 
historian, and 1 doubt w-hether he ever 
wrote a w'ork cailled the Phtmtasmia- 
goria. The lines are Juvenal’s.” 

"Hesiod, my lord, I assure >'ou, and 
Greek, not L<atln. 

"You must be out of yrmr sensed Mr. 
Curran, or think I am out of mine. 
The lines are Latin.” 

"Well, my lord. I con only suggest 
that we leaTne It os an issue for me 
jury, and I’ll be bound they will find 
U—Greek.” The trick wnaa perfectly 
effectuni.

A DISCREDITABLE CASE.

After a trial of nearly throe months 
the Thaw' case has ended In a dis¬ 
agreement That is lo say, it has not 
ended at ail. There is nothing to pre¬ 
vent Mr. Jerome from obtaining a 
fresh trial, which might last three 
months more. After that. If dissatis¬ 
fied with the verdict, Mr. Delmtui 
might apply for a fresh trial on ac¬ 
count of a flaw in the legal conduct 
of the case. Then, if still dissatisfied, 
counsel for the defense might settle 
down steadily to a prolonged period 
in the appeal courts. Such l.s the farce 
of American law. The first trial is 
reputed lo have cost the defense £ 47.000 
and the prosecution £16,000. The whole 
series. If there be a series, moj' enrich 
the lawyers, in the rnd, by some mil¬ 
lion dollars. Anything more unsatis¬ 
factory to both sides could hardly bo 
imagined. Yet this Is far from being 
the wont aspect of this extraordinary 
case. 

American prestige has suffered; per? 
verely by this trial. It is a signal proof 
of the utter Inefficacy of American 
statesmanship to ©voive a practical 
legal system. It Is a disastrous In¬ 
stance of trial by amateur and judg¬ 
ment by democracy. Judge Fitzgerald 
ought to have dominated the proceed¬ 
ings. He has been all but a nonenity. 
Mr. Jerome ought to have fulfilled his 
task with the restraint, learning and 
courtesy of a representative of public 
justice. Ho has borne himself like on 
amMUous clever huatjer. Mr. Del mits, 
who was but lately compared with that 
master of law and eloquence, Maltro 
I.aborl. has shown a lack of tactical 
skill, and has aired cheap rhetoric. 
Law*, dignity, common sense and order 
have all been wanting. What could be 
in w'orse taste than Mr. Delmas* trashy 
references to "the knights of old,” and 
other passages In his sentimental 
«peoch for the defense? What, except 
Mr. Jerome’s appeal to "the spirit 
voice" of Stanford White? It la un¬ 
fair to say anything, even on this side 
of the Atlantic, aa to the culpability 


or otherwise of the accused matv'Thaw. 
But, for the sake of American repute. 
it Is to be hoped that the W'hole un¬ 
seemly affair will not be re-enacted 
before the eyes of tho civilized Tyorld.

**Among the most Interesting objects 
which I have collected,*’ said a collector 
of natural hli*tory objects, "are llKhes. 
A well-known scientist was one time 
preparing a memoir on viviparous 
fishes and gave me an order to secure 
as many different members of these 
families as possible. 

**DuHng my hunt for these fishes I 
‘^ovei>?d the whole of North *uid South 
America and the adjacent islands. The 
most curious fish 1 found In the 
streams of the tropics, where It I# 
known os the anableps. 

•’Its most remarkable characteristic 
is Its eyes. These are quite prominent 
and each l.s divided by a horizontal 
partition into two parts, the upper 
adapted for seeing In the air as It 
swims along the surface of the water 
and the lower for seeing In the water. 

’’Another, which I found In the same 
waters, for long enjoy<*d the distinction 
of being the smallest Known vertebrate, 
some averaging about half an Inch In 
length. A fish know'n locally ns the 
slnarapan. and found In Lake Buhl. 
Luzon, in the Philippine Islands, which 
is slightly less than half an Inch in 
lengrlh. now holds the distinction. Al¬ 
though ^lall. thi.s fish occupies a prom¬ 
inent place In the food supply of the 
natives, who grektly prize It for Its 
tendenuMM* and delicious llavor. 

•*A curious viviparous fish I found In 
the fresh waters of Virginia, The fe¬ 
male I.S nearly six and a half times tus 
large as the male, and gives birth to 
OH many as from twenty to twenty-five 
young at a time, each one completely 
developed at the time of birth. As soon 
os bom they are ready to feed and be¬ 
gin to pursue their prey lmmo(.llately. 
This early activity and full develop¬ 
ment are espe<'lally valuable to thorn, 
as their earliest enemy Is theJr own 
mother, who will promptly devour them 
If they do not fit*e as soon as born. 

”A peculiar species of fish which I 
ran acn»ss In .Asia, and which Is also 
f<mnd |n the Philippines, where It Is 
called the terebog. Is the ophlocephalua 
This fi.sh has a hollow cavity In its 
head, and can live for some time out of 
the water. Juggler.**, both in India and 
China, exhibit IhcsO fishes walking on 
the land. 

**I have seen them carried alive In palls 
In China, slices being cut from them for 
sale as desired. As long as the fish re¬ 
tains life the steaks taken from U fetch 
a high price, but as soon as death en¬ 
sues the remainder has little value. 

*'I once made a collection of flying 
fishes for one of the German museums. 
Many people have a belief, which was 
also shared by scientists for many 
year.**, that the flight of the-**e fishes 
was nothing but a prolonged leap. 
Later Investigations have shown that 
the fish really does fly. The only 
thing that prevents It from making a 
longer flight than It does—about 1.000 
yards—Is the drying and con.‘*c?qucnt 
stiffening of the tnombrane of Its wings. 

A more curious freak of nature Is 
a very small crustacean, found In the 
Black Sea. which Is able to fly, the 
only known Instance In naiunil his¬ 
tory where an Invertebrate does so. It 
was first discovered by Dr. Ostroonoff. 
a scientist, while cruising In the Black 
Sea some years ago. 

•*They have no wings, but to their 
claws are attached long. do%\'ny hairs, 
and from the tips of their tails hang 
furry tufts, which look like feathers. 
After getting up speed under water 
they suddenly shoot Into the nir and 
glide over the wavqs like sw.illow’s, 
only to plunge Into the sea again, their 
downy hair aniF feathery appendage 
acting as the wings of an aeroplane. 

"One of my most surprising experi¬ 
ences happened In Florld.-v lii 1877. I 
was floating'down the Suwaneo rivor 
In a canoe late one evening, when sud¬ 
denly the extreme stillness of the beau, 
tiful night was broken by a sweet but 
Intensly plaintive strain of musto 
which seemed to Issue from the W'ater. 

"Startled, I sat In the boat like a 
statue, and as It floated silently along 
with the current, I heard the plaintive 
sound rl.Hing and falling like that of an 
ai>qlin harp, and seeming ko come from 
all directions. Dipping my paddle In 
the water I sent the canoe In the direc¬ 
tion where the noise seemed the loud¬ 
est, but as soon as my paddle splashed 
in the water the mu.slc Instantly ceased, 
and 1 heard It no more that evening. 

"You may be sure my curiosity was 
thoroughly arouacd. and, throwing 
aside all superstltloudi imaginations, I 
set myself to ferret out the source of 
the music. After a week’s work I found 
U to proceed from the schools of sea 
drum u'Tilch frequent the Guif rivers 
for a short dletanoo from their mouth. 
It w’as not till some years later that 1 
read the legend of the Pascagoula 
river and its mysterioim music, which

A section of the members 
were violently opposed, on purely politi¬ 
cal grounds, to tlie ndinlsiBlon or the 
South African. His majesty did his ut¬ 
most. but the opposULon persisted, and 
the King's oandhlate was blackballed. 

It was a di¬ 
rect insult to royalty, and it could not 
bo passed over lightly. His Majesty end 
aH his friends resigned en bloc, and the 
club hits never recovered from the loss 
of prestige occasioned by the secei^ion.

MUSCUUR COMFORT. 

[New York Sun.) 

A social philosopher has discovered 


that an act very commonly regarded 
08 an affectation of gentility, as found 
In the manner of holding a drinking 
glass w’^hen ditnklng from It. Is not an 
affectation at all, but really an uncon¬ 
scious, automatic act. 

This supposed affectation consists In 
extefiditng the third and fourth fingers 
of the hand clear of the glass when It Is 
lifted and tipped forward with Its brim 
the Ups and while the glass Is held 
there In the act of drinking. No doubt 
it would commonly bo considered that 
people do thia for the sake of greater 
elegance, or at least from an InstInctU'e 
desire to give to the hand suCTT art bp- 
pearonce, w'hlch It wrouJd not possess 
if they closed the entire hand around 
the glass—If they clutched it. so to 
speak, a manner of holding that W'ould 
seem to savor of rudeness. 

But this observer says that really 
people hold Ihoae two flngert clear of 
glass In drinking beextuse that 
the way that Is moat convenient. If, 
he says, a person should grasp the 
gIxLBS with the whole hand closed snug¬ 
ly around It. he w'ould find that the act 
of tipping the glass so held required 
more muscular effort, for the muscles 
extending from all the fingers would 
then be called Into use. Whereas If the 
person dirinking holds the gloss be- 
tween the thumb and the first tw'o 
ilingers he not only rellev'es entirely the 
tension’on the muscles of the tw'o other 
fingers, but also In a way he pivots the 
glass and makes It easier to tip on 
timt account. Thus the separation of 
the two Augers from the glass Is a per* 
fertly natural act.

"It is on a par with the recent Wall 
street flurry," he declared. "There was 
no legitimate cause for that affair, and 
there Is no foundation for the report 
you mention. In this connection I x^mnt 
to call your attention to the fact that, 
notwithstanding there has never b«*€n 
a more pronounced sluijm In rann)a4l 
stocks than was experienced during the 
excitement of a few weeks since, there 
was no reduction of the w’ages of rail¬ 
way employes and no effort at such re¬ 
duction. 

"Howr do I account for that? It was 
due to the firm stand taicen by union 
laborers, but for that attitude a cut 
would hax^e been Inevitable, Capital 
has come to know that labor no longer 
contents Itself with the beggar doc¬ 
trine of half a loaf, and as a conse¬ 
quence there Is not even a suggestion 
of a reduction. I think Is now pretty 
generaJly understood that If there Is 
to be any cutting and trimming by 
the employers of labor It must be In 
other directions than In the wages 
paid.** 

In conclusion Mr. Gompers declared 
that labor had firmly determined to re¬ 
sist all demands for reduction of wages 
even though offered as a way out of 
financi al distress. 

KINO AWAITS STORK, 


[New York Tlnves.] 

It Is a curious fact that the court of 
Spain, which Is generally supposed to 
be the most formal and autocratic court 
In all Europe, does on certain occasions 
show Itself to be even more democratic 
than a republic. Nothing, for example, 
could bo more familiar and Intimate 
than the publicity given the extent In 
the Spanish royal household which It 
Is expected will present Spain with an 
heir to the throne. 

What Americans would certainly con¬ 
sider an extraordinary document has 
just been published, signed with the 
royal signature. In Hie Qaceta de Mad¬ 
rid. It formally announces the prox¬ 
imity of the eagerly awaited event, and 
proxides for the offices and demeanor 
of the court, Qoxremment and foreign 
representatives on that auspicious oc- 
ca^on. 

The apartments destined for the 
royal baby present a curious anomaly 
wMth the rest of the old palace. For the 
last two months English furnishers and 
decorators, carpenters and mafions ha Vo 
been at work unqer the direction of 
Dr. Glendlnnlng, Gueen Victoria Eu¬ 
genie's private ph^clan, making the 
apartments not only comfortable, but 
also thoroughly hygienic In the most 
modern sense of the word. All the use¬ 
less ornaments and paraphernalia of 
babyhood which surrounded the In¬ 
fancy of past Spanish monarchs, even 
Including the historical cradle of Fer¬ 
dinand vll.. hax'e been removed. A 
- 'xlmple. uncanopled Iron crib now stands 
between the windows, from the light of 
which Charles IV. was once screened 
by the most elaborately embroidered 
draperies. All hangings and tapestries 
hax'e been tom down, the xvalls painted 
and the celling kalsomlned. The floors 
hax’e been relald with hardwood. The 
couch for the nurse In the comer of 
the room Is a simple enameled hospital 
bedstead similar to the crib. If It were 
not for the elegance and artistic nature 
of the decorations the chamber might 
be taken for a room in a private hos¬ 
pital. 

Three doors lead from this room—one 
to a staircase connected with the apart¬ 
ments of the King and Queen above: 
another to a huge bathroom, with tiled 
walls and floor, and the third to the 
playroom, which on the arrival of the 
occupant, will be turned Into one of 
the finest nurseries In the world. Fifty 
thousand dollars is said to have been 
expended In making these apartments 
of the coming prince or Infanta as In¬ 
viting and healthful as possible. 

Three days before the expected event 
Dr. Glendlnnlng, who la much envied 
by his Spanish colleagues, but xx'hose 
attendance the King, owing to wishes 
of his wife. Insists upon, will make a 
formal statement to the Royal Faculty 
of Medicine to assemble at the palace. 
The head of the faculty, after per-sonal 
Inxrestigatlon. will send an order to the 
Superior Chief of the Palace, w’ho will 
at once dispatch the Halberdier Guards 
and court ushers to each and every 
person mentioned In the document 
printed In the Gaceta de Madrid. These 
persons, w’ho are supposed to be await¬ 
ing the summons, will hasten to the 
palace. 

Upon the appearance of the royal In¬ 
fant Dr. Glendlnnlng will turn to King 
Alfonso and pronounce the following 
formula: "Senor, the successor to the 
Crown of Spain Is the Prince of As¬ 
turias,'* or "Senor, an Infanta has been 
born to Her Majesty Queen Victoria 
Eugenie, your wife." The news Is then 
communicated to the waiting gucusts. 
telegraphed all over Spain and pub¬ 
lished In the Gaceta De Madrid. 

If all goes well the prince or Infanta 
will be dressed as soon as possible, 
placed In a little basket upon a golden 
salx»er and given to the King. Alfonso, 
taking the precious burden, and. fol¬ 
lowed by members of the royal family, 
then proceeds to the Camera, and, lift¬ 
ing the lace vail from the baby's face, 
solemnly announces: "I present to you 
my belox^ed son (or daughter), succes¬ 
sor to the thnme of Spain, the Prince 
(or Infanta) of Asturla.^. to w'hom my

TURTLES LIKE FRUIT. 


(Country Life In America.] 

During the past season I have been 
somexx'hat disillusionized as to the feed¬ 
ing habits of the box turtle. With the 
adx'ent of the tomato season It was no¬ 
ticed exvry morning that four or five of 
the largest and ripest tomatoes w'ere 
partly or totally devoured. 

The peculiarly shaped bites were a 
puzzle. It could not be the xvork of the 
neighbor's chickens or ducks. No far 
miliar Insects could cause such injuries.^ 
At last a large specimen of box turtle 
was caught In the act of dex'ouring a 
tomato. 'The most surprising fact In 
this connection is the height to which 
these clumsy creatures can reach. To¬ 
matoes are not safe from them unless 
they hang six to eight Inches above the 
ground. 

'The appetite of the box turtle nex'er 
falls, A small turtle will i.<>tislly con¬ 
sume a tomato twice his own size. 

Any pears or apples which may be 
blown from the trees are also greedily 
devoured by them.

SAYS COLLUSION. 


Contractor Attacks Letting 
Made By School Board. 


INVOLVES BBICK WORK IN DU- 
KZR-AVENUE SCHOOL, 


SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
TRUSTEE JOHN HOERTZ. 


DEFENDANTS' EXPLANATION. 


Fraudulent collusion relative to the 
letting of the contract for the brick¬ 
work on tho Duker-avenue school is 
charged In an Injunction suit brought 
yesterday by Jacob Bornstein, one of 
the unsuccessful bidders on the work, 
against the School Board. He says that 
he had pledged himself to execute the 
work for $9,600, or $2,000 less than the 
price which the board is said to have 
contracted to pay George Hoerli, the 
successful bidder. He furthermore 
charges that John Hoertz, who is a 
member of the Board of School Trusleea 
and a contractor and bricklayer, is the 
real beneficiary of the contract and 
that he has secured the work through 
George Hoerlz, who, he says, is “a son 
or other near relative.” 

He avers furthermore that this al¬ 
leged connection Is with the knowledge 
and collusion of some of the members 
of the School Board and that the con¬ 
tract betgn awarded as It was was 
only In pursuance of a line of conduct 
followed by Mr. Hoertz by which he has 
secured contracts with the defendant 
board and Is “part and parcel of an il¬ 
legal plan to obtain money from the 
common school fund.” A cancellation 
of the contract and a rcadvertisement 
of the letting are asked.

How did Canada come to be called 
Canada? Just how many Britons could 
answer that simple little question on 
the spur of the moment? Very few, 
it Is safe to say. Tot Canada is ono 
of the most prized jewels in the Brit¬ 
ish Crown. 

The J|ame of Canada came from a 
Red iffilan name, meaning a collec¬ 
tion of huts. Rather a funny appella.- 
tlon for a country bigger than Uncle 
Sam's very own United States! 

It is interesting and even fascinating 
to consider how some of our posses¬ 
sions came to get the names which 
they bear nowadays. Newfoundland 
was the first of all the British colonie#, 
and its name sx>eak8 for Itself. It was 
not merely the first British colony, but 
the first bit of the “New World,” as 
America was called In the days of its 
discovery, which Britons took posses¬ 
sion of. 

Australia signifies, literally, the land 
In the South. For ages before its dis¬ 
covery tho ancients had a vague sus¬ 
picion that there was a vast, mysteri¬ 
ous, unknown land In the South Seas, 
and In the early years of the Seven¬ 
teenth century the existence of the big 
Island was put beyond doubt by a 
Spaniard named Torres and a Dutch¬ 
man named Dirk Hartog. 

A portion of Australia was named 
after a Dutch discoverer. Van Dleman’s 
Land, but this was arier>\'ard changed 
to Tasmania in honor of another Dutch 
navigator, V'an Tasman, who was 
thought to have more right to distinc¬ 
tion. Victoria was. of course, named 
after the late Queen Victoria. 

New Zealand als»3 owed Its discovery 
to Tasman. The Dutchman, however, 
did not take possession of It, hut con¬ 
tented hlm<»elf with naming it after the 
province of Zealand, In Holland. Capt. 
Cook was tlhe first white man to land 
on the island. 

Neither had John Bull an>'th1ng to 
do with the naming of Jainadca, Co- 
lunr»bu8, who discovered it, wished to 
call it San Jago. but the name never 
stuck. The name given to it by the 
brown-skinned Carlbs, Who were its 
original owners, was Cha-nmiks. or 
Island of Springs, which has been 
twiete^ into its present shape. 

Trinidad was named because Co¬ 
lumbus first sighted It on Trinity Sun¬ 
day. 1496. Barbados was named by the 
Portuguese on account of the numer¬ 
ous bearded fig trees which they found 
there. The island of St. Christopher 
was named by Christopher Columbus-- 
after hlmseif. 

A peculiar ln4ere.st attaches to the 
naming of the Lsland of San Salvador, 
one of the Bahamas. T^e long voyage 
made by C?olumbus across the then 
tracklefts Atlantic seemed to his crew 
as If it wnas never going to'end. and 
many of them w’ere afraid that the 
ship would suddenly gi** a\*er the edge 
of the world and carry them to de¬ 
struction. At last they were so shaken 
that they forced their leader to promise 
that if land was not sighted by a given 


time he would turn back for Spain and 
abandon his quest for the new world. 

After’ this the great navigator kept 
false reckonings to deceive his men 
and gain time. But day after day 
dragged by. and no land appeared on 
the limitless expanse of waters. At 
last, on October 11. 1492. the crew swore 
that if land was not touched by the 
next day they w’ould turn back and 
kill Columbus If he did not consent. 

Through the dark night that followed 
the admiral watched with stnUnlng 
eyes. Suddenly at 2 o’clock on the 
morning of the twelfth, one of the 
crew, Rodrigo de Triana, sighted land. 
It was one of the Bahamas, and Colum¬ 
bus named U after the Saviour In giati. 
tude. 

A rich row'ard hod been promised to 
the man who should first sight land 
in the New* World; but poor, Rodrigo 
do Triana, though he richly merited 
the reward, was shabbily cheated cut 
of It. This piece of Injustice so em¬ 
bittered him that on his return home 
he betook hlmsedf to Africa and bocame 
a Mohammedan out of sheer disgust 
and disappointment. 

Natal is so named because it was d1«- 
covered by the famous Portuguese sail¬ 
or. Vasco de Gama, on Chrl8tma.q Day, 
1497, so that It should remind all men 
of the Nativity. St. Helena, the prison 
of Napoleon, was named for a similar 
reason. It was discovered*—also by a 
Portuguese—on St. Helena’s day, ir>01. 

Gibraltar was once Glb-el-Tarlk— 
Rock of Tarlk. When the Moars poured 
from Africa to ln\Tide Spain in 711, 
they passed the straits over the great 
fortress flung out Into-the sea by Na¬ 
ture hvrself, and called it after their 
fierce commander, Tarlk. 

Singapore means the City of Lions, 
and w’as the name bestowed cm the 
now* thriving ”L!vorpoal of the Straits 
Settlements” by the Javanese, w^ho 
were the first settlers. 

The vast Empire of India has. strict¬ 
ly speaking, no name of Its onvti. H!n- 
doostan only means the Land of the 
Hindoos, who are but a portion of King 
Ediward’a Asiatic subjects, and It la 
not rc*cognlzed by the Rajputs, the 
Mahrattas. the BengaJese, or the ether 
races of the peninsula. India itself 
means "the river.” and has gradually 
come to describe the entire land of the 
mighty Indus. ,

BORNSTEIN’S BID IRREGULAR.

They then examined the bid of 
Jacob Bomsteln, which w'aa labeled 
"Brick and Cai*penter Work," and they 
found It irregular In the following par¬ 
ticulars: 

His hid was to lay the brick by the 
thousand, when the specifications of the 
arohitect and the advertisement called for 
a lump bid; and in the form In which it 
was stated it was impossible for tho 
committee to te41 the real amount of his 
bid and knowing that the bid . was in¬ 
formal in its face and m*veral members of 
the committee not being practical build¬ 
ers and familiar with work of this kind, 
called upon the board's architect, who 
was present, for his opinion. 

John Thomas, of the firm of Thomas & 
Bohne. stated to the committee that the 
bid was indefinite and irregular and If 
^cepted would in\'olve the board In trou¬ 
ble. as It waa ambiguous. He adrised 
the committee to refuse to consider Born- 
stein s bid for this reason and the regular 
members of the committee then had to 
make a choice between the three bidders, 
whose bids were regular and proper, and 
George Hoertz’s bid being the lowest of 
the^ three the committee, in perfect 
good [dlth and bellering :t was 8ub8er\ing 
the public Interest, voted, as it had a 
perfect right to do and as It was Its duty 
to tp *ward the brick contract to the 
bidder. w*hO'was George Hoertz. 

The attempt to make the publio believe 
that there were only two bids is false 
arm misleading.

They accept¬ 
ed the lowest legal bid.

WHERE SENTIMENT CLINGS. 


It w*as while hunting for deer In the 
forests of Michigan Idst season that 1 
fell a victim to the woodsmen fever— 
that call of the forest that stirs the 
blood of the cavemen still coursing 
through our veins and fills us w*ith r* 
yearning for the wilds of nature. ‘^1 
thereujwn resolved to return to these 
haunts, to experience the life of the 
lumberjack and this w'lldnesa of pine, 
says a St. Ignace (Mich.) letter to tho 
New York Herald. From college man 
to lumberjack seems a digressive 
course, but I was soon to discover that 
I was not the first to forsake the 
classic halls of learning for the skid 
roads of the logging camp. 

I felt that I would enepunter no diffi¬ 
culty In securing employment otf some 
nature, for men have n-ever been in 
greater demand In the logging comps 
of the North than during the present 
season. Many of the camps have been 
delayed In their operations for w'ant of 
labor. Filled with this assurance, I was 
Inclined to believe that my efforts to 
become a neophyte at the shrine of the 
logging industry w*ould not be in vain. 

My experience gained while on o 
Western ranch proved mo.*it useful now*, 
and I did not "queer” myself by first 
appearance. My transformation from 
college man to lumberjack was ef¬ 
fected before I ventured In-to camp. 
I stopped at one of the little hamlets 
of the backwoods district that boasted 
of a general More, to cast off my col- 


were better even than this—w’lth pt.^s 
and canned vegetables for dinner. Th© 
dishes reminded me cf old plcni? days, 
they were all. made of tin, the poor 
man’s silver, and the knives and Corks 
of steel, wi'th Iron handles. Before I 
had been In comp many days I wna 
able to perform the sword-sw^allowlng 
feat with the best rt them. After glanc¬ 
ing about the table for the sug^r and 
milk. I tackled tho fellow next tj me.

The eyeing meal ended, thg men 
make their way to the bunk-*shanty. 
Life in the logging camp may virtually 
be said to center about the me.ss shanty 
nnd the bunk shanty. In the latter ih.# 
men are soon gathered about the blaz-. 
Ing pine fire to smoke their pipes and 
listen to the tale.*? of some member in 
reminiscent mood. 

It is a unique life these monks of the 
fore.M lead, with no daughter of Eve to 
tempt them nor lead them astray. It 
appealed to me as a near approach to 
a Utopian existence—a sort of primi¬ 
tive man In a primitive land. Here 
men are taken for what they appear 
to be—there Is no prying into their 
past. Here alone w*e find a community 
where oil men are considered equal. 
There is no such tiding as caste nor 
social distinction. A deal of genuine 
camaraderie Is manifest, and these . 
braw'ny men of the forest are, perhaps, 
the most kind-hearted fellow's In tho 
world.

HOW OLD MASTERS 

CAN BE IMITATED. 


Unknown Artists Earn Gobd Living 
At tho New Art of 
Faking. 


fLondon Express. ] 

The opinion of the majority of artists 
and art critics coincides In the theory 
that the demand for antiques la affect¬ 
ing the decline of the subject picture. 

The market at present IsjRooded with 
"old masters." both genuine and 
"faked." 

A well-known art dealer propounds a 
curious theory to account for the large 
supply of "old masters." 

"Many ancient families, whose aim In 
llfA Is to raise money and yet pi^esent 
in .vorld an exterior of prosperity, 
have borrowed a leaf from the book of 


the society lady." he said to an Express 
representative yesterday. . 

"Tho society lady has her Jewels 
copied In paste with such skill that 
the five-guinea necklace Is still sup- 
posed^to represent many thousands of 
pounds. 

*Tn many historic houses the price¬ 
less Rubens or Velasquez Is only a 
clever Imitation. The original has 
found Us way Into the hands of the 
dealers, and then becomes the property 
of a rich American who can afford to 
pay a long price, 

"There Is more of this traffic at the 
present lime tlian Is realized by tho 
general public." 

Artists add their testimony to tho 
prevalence of thd system of faking "old 
masters." 

**There arc endless 'old masler* fac¬ 
tories on the Continent," fwild one yes¬ 
terday. "Three or four artists ore em¬ 
ployed at a weekly wage. Their work 
Is to turn out pictures for unscrupu¬ 
lous dealers. 

"A number of artists who ore clever 
workmen, but find It Impossible to comv. 
mand a sale for their pictures, develop 
Into copyists. 

'•They go to the Louvre, or the fa- 
famous oollectlons at Antwerp, Berlin, 
Florence and Munich, and by availing 
themselves of the advantages for stu¬ 
dents they rapidly acquire the brush 
technique and peculiarities of color 
and draughtsmanship of the artists 
they wish to imitate. 

"These copies are then taken back to 
their studios, and entirely new pic¬ 
tures are Invented, with all the feeling 
and style of che 'old masters.* 

"These copyists demand prices from 
£60 to £200 for their work, according 
to the size of the copy and the repu¬ 
tation of the artist. 

"There arre men on the Continent 
who make a specialty of different 'mas¬ 
ters.' Even In England. I believe, there 
are many surreptHlpus 'Turners now be¬ 
ing painted. 

"The methods of Inducing an ap¬ 
pearance of age to deceive the unsus¬ 
pecting purchaser are very Ingenious. 

"The pictures are painted In low col¬ 
ors. and a peculiar varnish Is used to 
produce the network of cracks which 
appeals to the novice. 

"The pictures are then fixed In re¬ 
cesses, built In the flues of a wide 
chimney, and are left until they ore 
begrlme<l and discolored. 

"The real experts know. They w*lll 
not tell their secrets; but In the same 
way as the expert can tell genuine 
Chippendale furniture by passing his 
hand over the wo.:>dwork, so the pic¬ 
ture expert can detect a fraudulent *old 
master/^^_ _ _

Have w a right to scare crimlnaAs 
with hydrophobia? This is the crux of 
my story—w’‘hich begins with a fine girl 
In a boulevard cafe. She beamed upon 
a male companion, who a’as husky be¬ 
yond words, a young Colossus, radiat¬ 
ing force, triumphant, brutal, contemp¬ 
tuously suave. 

'•The splendid animal I" observed a 
tourist lady. “What Is be—a Dragoon 
Lieutenant In dvll?" 

“Madame, he Is a criminal,'' replied 
our Paris expert. “Notloe how his hair 
Is cut and slightly shaved clean around 
his neck at the height of his ears—no 
prison cut, but part of a new criminal 
mode. Should he take off his hat we 
should loam from what part of town 
he halls. He Is a 'Costeau.' chief of 
the 'Apache' thugs, doing the s\^'ell act 
to keep prestige with his bond. Doubt¬ 
less some are prowling round, admiring 
him* Yes—there!—observe the 'Barbll- 
lon!‘ " 

He pointed out a typical flfteen-year- 
old Paris Nmyou, hands In pockets, lin¬ 
gering on the sidewalk: a most aJert 
little villain, saucy, sneering, humorous, 
suspicious, his eyes dancing Mke a rat's. 

“Observe his hair cut," said the ex¬ 
pert; and we saw that, truly, It was 
cut and shaved behind the same. His 
cap vN*a8 Insolently pushed back from 
his forehead. 

“By his bang it Is a Grenelle gang, 
come to the center to raise money. To¬ 
night there lAill be more hold-ups than 
usual!" 

“How do they dare put Identifying 
marks upon themselves?" a lawyer of 
the party asked. 

“Why have they always tattooed?" 
replied the expert, "They ore proud 
of being thugs—a trade that leaves 
no traoea. And, as they attack only 
the well-to-do, even when tempted to 
more laborious burgling, they are sure 
of the sympathy, or at least of the 
apathy, of the lower populace." 

It Is the top notch of "Apache" Im¬ 
munity In Paris, where the crimlneJ 
population now Is 60,000 and the police 
fbroe 8.000, the plain clothes Surete 300. 
and distracted M. Lepln© Is dallying 
with the temptation to use the hydro¬ 
phobia scare as a last desperate rem¬ 
edy. 

This fnsobent hairdressing ia indeed, 
a strong sign of the scandalous Im¬ 
munity. Head high, rejoicing In tholr 
youth and strength, the souteneurs and 
bullies of the Point du Jour pa.rade 
their shaved-ln templcks and sllcked- 
down, convex bang. 

Each Paris quartler has Its mode. In 
the Mhison-Blanche ’V'orlatlon the bang 
Is straight and Short between shaved 
ternplies and slightly curled to the left 
with the hot Iron. The bong of the 
Montmartre thug hangs dlagoonany 
from right to left In a swelling half- 
roll, while he of the Porte de Vinoenes 
rejoices in a Point du Jour bemg be¬ 
tween curious side-bangs from temple 
to ear. 

'Ts he bloodthirsty?" shivered the 
tourlfit lady, her eyes glued on the 
splendid Costeau: yet .*4he pretended 
not to comprehend the sneaking sym¬ 
pathy of the Paris populace. 

"The fifteen-yeor-oM Baid>IUon out 
there is rather the bloodthirsty type," 
replied the expert. The word means 
young barbot, and the Paris argot of 
applying Ashes' names bo women's bul¬ 
lies finds rich humor In the diminutive; 
so any reference to '‘gills" or “fins" Is 
deadly Insult to attractive youth of 
higher F^rls walk; but the "barbot" 
tolerates and Jthe "bajibllllon" rejoices 
hi the appefllatlon. 

"That fifteen-year-oM boy has cer¬ 
tainly both dagger and revoh'or In bis 
pocket!" said the expert, "fte Is a 
Parts phenomenon! He has grown up 
4n the street, evaded school, run errands, 
half picked up a trade, thieved from 
store fronts and stood watch for thugs; 
but now, axound fifteen, he becomes 
terrible! Burning with ambition, he 
wTants TUs affair.* To win a bet he will 
srtato the first comer at a dark street 
comer. And he will keep on stabbing 
—just to 'got hts hand In!*" 

"Why, he's but a child!" palpitated 
the tourist Lady. 

"He Is also a practical Anarchist! 
The Paris street has told hhn that all 
property possessors are his oppreseors; 
that they have got the good things of 
earth by trickery. The grown-up thugs 
he worships and serves with delight 
ore hardy knights. He. too. would be 
a hardy knight, a gars Oosteau, a 'splll- 
er of grape juice!" 

"Grape juice?" 

"Blood!" 

Once one has the type well In eye— 
from fifteen up to nineteen they are 
very swaggering—It is aTormlng how 
one comes to recognize them by the 
hundreds, cynloal, railing, sly, fero¬ 
cious. true maJlngerlng young brutes! 
Paris Is surely raising a mighty crop! 
Nothing Is being done for them—as fbr 
the bad boys of Denver and other 
American cities. In our walks the tour¬ 
ist learned to point them out. "That's 
one!" "Look at Ms shaved neck!" 
They swarm FWls streets at dusk. 
They put on airs when older members 
of the corporation stand back in the 
shadow! 

Do not hope to find the dally hst of 
their exploits In Paris papers. For ail 
that Is highway robbery, hold-ups and 
nocturnal stabblngs. the Paris Prefec¬ 
ture took a new policy two years ago. 

The Prefecture does not give out the 
"useless cases" to the public any more. 
(1) PubUblty encourages the .4pc^che, 
who delights In this nickname of a 
deadly redskin. (2) Publicity In no 
wise helps to ocutch the criminal. And 
(3) the Paris reputation—we nnist not 
giro Paris a bad name! 

I>ayllght savagery Is harder to con¬ 
ceal, It was only day before yesterday 
afternoon that an elderly weJMo-do 
man was found stabbed on a bench In 
the shrubbery of the Champs Blysees, 
robbed of watch and purse. That same 
day, at 8 a. m., two English tourists 
were stunned end robbed In the little 
square behind Notre Dame. 

Yesterday afternoon two policemen 
found a nlneteen-year-old medical stu¬ 
dent wallowing In his blood In the 
Boulevard de la Vlllette. Two toughs 
stopped him and asked him for a cigar¬ 
ette. The same moment one planted a 
knife in his back; and, frightened by 
his cries, the rascals ran away with¬ 
out even searching their victim. But 
the height of daylight insolence Is 
found In the 'accordion dodge related In 
this morning's papers. 

It seems that Apaches of the Boule¬ 
vard Voltaire have worked the accoh- 
dlon dodge for two weeks past. The 
great objection to “day operation'* be¬ 
ing victims’ cries, the Apaches stole two 
big accordions. Then, while promising 
subjects were being done up in a con¬ 
venient alley, two musical rascals of 
the band tore off “The Waltz of Roses" 
in blatant unison. 

From my bedroom i^indow In Neullly 
I recently witnessed an abominable 
case. My window gives on the small, 
chick, but entirely residential Rue 9t, 
Pierre. At 1 a. m. I was awakened by 
a piteous crying. •'Help! Assassins!" 

Running to the window, I looked 
down Into the Rue St. Pierre, On the 
8ldt\^-aJk, in the lamp-post’s circle, lay 
a man. 

"Will no one come?" he gathered 
strength to cry at Intervals. *‘0>ward8! 
Egolsles! Lie In your beds while I bleed 
to death! I'm stabbed! I'm slabbed!" 

Windows oponed. Noulliy oltlsons 


peeped out. “It's a shame!” voice re¬ 
plied to voice. "Where are the pi>lloe?" 

I u-as haJf-drefsed. 1 give my word 
that I was going down with a big pis¬ 
tol, and that I should certainly have 
found myself alone when the police ar¬ 
rived. They shortly look him on a 
stretcher. He died In the morning. 

Indeed, the Apache mastery of the 
Paris streets has grown so intolerable 
that busfn-ee® men and bourgeois—oth¬ 
erwise the most negligent and selfish 
In the world—are clamoring for “pre¬ 
ventive measurea" 

“But in criminal matters there can be 
no preventive justice?" answer the po¬ 
lice. "In our raids we can dragnet a 
lot of morally certain thugs. But when 
each turns out to have a legal domicile, 
and none fall under particular articles 
of the Code, are obliged to release 
them." 

'The very mingling of Paris virtue 
with this vice provides the average 
Apache with a trade. Paris foresight 
wills a trade for every boy. Apprentloe- 
fihips are still In vogue. And even street 
boys are proud of some trade dexteri¬ 
ty. As for w-ork, they work just enough 
tio prove that they worked—recently. 

The rafle simply keeps 'them moving. 
Of forty taken in the dragnet, ten 
will possibly be held on flimsy, five on 
holding charges—regularly ** wanted" 
men. adiose Identification by the Ber- 
tlllon method Is one of the utilities of 
the raifle. The rest flit temporarily to 
some other Paris quartler In an omi¬ 
nous liTirndgraitlon mo\*e4nent. 

"In the ideals of thetr girls," the ex¬ 
pert sAdd, "their lives are €is romantic 
as knights errant. Just as Tancred of 
Hautevllle led his little band from 
Normandy when It became ton hot for 
them, to easy Italy, so the Panther of 
Pantin or the Terror of Montmartre 
transport their men—and girls—to 
Neuilly or Aiiteull." 

When Auteuii \^'as last Invaded the 
distracted police oommlssary found 
nothing better than to warn the citi¬ 
zens: 

"Buy rea’olvers and protect your¬ 
selves!" Because Auteuli, though part 
of Paris, lies bdslde race track and 
Bols. It would take ten times its force 
to adequately protect IL 

It Is where I live. In Neullly—truly 
Paris, terhnlcallj' suburb—that a reme¬ 
dy of stich s^satlon has been hit on 
that Apaches start to runnlivg at the 
simple terror of Its telling. Which 
brings us, at last, to fear of hydropho¬ 
bia as a new method of preventive rw- 
llce. 

In two words. Monsieur Slmord, the 
Neullly police commissary, has just 
come back from Qand, In Belgium, with 
three dogs of peculiar breed. 

Belgians are strong on the use of 
dogs. It Is the one country where more 
dogs than horses are engaged in pulling 
wagons. And, Just as the Belgians 
have no sentimentality about making 
dogs t^x>rk, ffo have they no sentimental¬ 
ity about encouraging watch dogs to 
Wte. 

The Gand dogs are a wolf-llke breed 
of flesh-tearing. man-chaMng police 
dogs—ambulatory wa-tch dogs rather 
than man-hunters In the bloodhound 
sense. And whether It be that B'^lglan 
police lack sentiment or Belgian tougl)B 
lack imagination, Gand has never been 
cried at for threatening the "poor 
world" with hydrophobia. 

But, oh. the scare in Neuilly! The 
lower populace of nearby Levallols and 
Boulogne tAkes sides with the Apaches 
against the Inhumanity of chasing any 
man aith filthy, foaming fangs. And 
Neullly streets are grrowing less fre¬ 
quented by the husky type of youth 
with slouching gait and carefully-trim¬ 
med hair. 

The sample dogs, In wadded coats 
said to be dagger-proof and bullet¬ 
proof, give exhibitions to the visiting 
police commlBsarles of all Parts In the 
now disused Prlntanla summer garden 
beside the Porte-Maillot, 

As you i)€Lss—!n the dusk by pref-. 
erenoe—you will hear pistol shots and 
cries of: 

"Au secours!" "Au voleur!" "A I'as- 
sassin?" "Arretez-le!" "A mol! a mol!" 

There are no growla 'Those dogs flit 
through the dusk like silent, hungry 
woh'es. Poor devils, cased In triple 
leather suits—sewed on them tight, and 
wearing leather gloves-nniiike In the 
twilight In the streets of Tangier, wh*ch 
was lost year’s show at the Prlntanla. 

Behlnd them steal the police—and 
those bad dogrs. 

A cry! A whistle! A revoh'er shot! 
'There Is a dartling of black forms, a 
sickening thud, a cry of agony. Those 
poor devils, cased In triple leather, have 
hod their pay raised three times al¬ 
ready. Then the police rush up and 
flash their lanterns. 

Will Paris adopt Neullly's remedy? 
I hear that thirty dogs are on their 
way from Gand to Mr.nsieur Slmard. It 
Is unde rstood, of course, they are not 
hydrophobic; hut the Parisian preju¬ 
dice against UT>lf dogs’ saliva In a 
wound—like that at home against a 
blw-gummed negro's bite as being un- 
wclesome—gives pause to humane 
Parisian authoritieiv And meanwhile 
the Apaches continue stabbing.

"Nona but a girt who must make a 
little moivey go a great way knows the 
trouble there is In this life." said t 
pretty gtnl. "It Is one constant strug 
gle to mfke oneself nice without spend 
Ing too Tnuvh. Yet when you ledrn how 
it Isn’t so vary difficult. 

"I spciml less than a dollar a week, 
as a rule, upon my toilet. Yet I hava 
the supreme delight of knof\5'lng that 
I appear as well git)omed as the best. 

“For one thing. I am never caroleas 
of my appearance. I know that one 
must take time to dress. I rise at least 
half an hour earlier each day In order 
that I may present that perfectly pro- 
pared appearance which Is the delight 
of a well-gToomol woman. Btudy your 
attitudes and your poses carefully. 
That is another thing to be remem¬ 
bered. 

’•My second rule—which should be my 
f«ev€nth obe. by the way—is not to for¬ 
get the fin! all ing touches. I am never 
careless about the finals of my dress. 

"Each hook Is hooked and each but¬ 
ton Is adjusted, while as for my hair. 
It Is i)OsiUve perfection and a little 
more. Not a hair Is ever where It 
ought not to be. and all the odds and 
ends are curled. 

"Another thing for the struggling 
beauty student to learn Is that her 
hands must look as though she wore a 
lady of leisure. Most people manicure 
In the morning, but this Is not tht right 
time. 

“Manicuring should be done when the 
hands can rest for some time. The 
trouble with most women's hands Is 
that they scnib them and go out right 
afterward. That Is fatal to the skin. 

“If the hands are massaged at night. 
If the skin Is whitened with the pulp 
of a cut lime. If the moons at the base 
of the nail are coaxed out with the 
orange *vi’ood stick and If the hanis are 
finally smeared with some kind of soft¬ 
ening paste and glovea are put on, they 
will come out white and lovely In the 
morning. 

“Glove paste Is so disagreeable that 
It should be used only In the most he¬ 
roic Instances. The hands usually take 
care of themselves nicely if massaged 
every night with some skin food. Dur¬ 
ing my leisure moments I make a skin 
food that Is partly of vaseline and 
partly of almond oil. It keeps forev#»r 
and It Is cheap and good for the hand?. 

“There are plenty of pretty girls who 
v%*ould like to be prettier, but they don’t 
know how. One trouble Is that It costs 
loo much, or they think It does. 
Actually It costs HlMe to be pretty. 

“FV>r one thing. I always scent my 
hair. I keep a few scented night caps, 
-which I fill with cheap odors, such os 
lavender flowers, ground cloves and the 
odds and ends of sachet bags. The 
caps are always fragrant and my hair 
smells sweet. 

’Then, too. I wash my hair often, so 
thait It Is fluffy and light. I use for the 
shampoo some soap jelly which I made 
myself. 

"I take old bits of toilet soap and put 
them on to simmer In enough water to 
cover them. Then when the whole Is a 
liquid mass I add some borax powder 
and a bit of washing soda. 

“There are ver>’^ few who can use soda 
upon the hair. But my hair Is light, 
and it asslsda the natural color. It is 
death to d-ark hair, for it tends to make 
K gray. 

“I also use scervted soap for the bath. 
And this la another of my economical 
j?ecreta “I take the best of the bits of 
toilet soap and I put them on to sIm 
mer with barely enough water to cover 
them. Then, when I have a jelly I put 
In a little drop of my best perfume. 
Then I mold the soap Into a cake and 
set It away to dry. 

“Sometimes I make a scented soft 
soap. Indeed, I frequently have a cov¬ 
ered jar of scented soap jelly In my 
bathroom, for I like U well for the bath. 

“This is the day of scenta Every girl 
must be a sweet girl; and the sooner 
she comes to a realization of the extent 
to which scents must be used, the bet¬ 
ter It win be for her. 

“I have learned something about the 
mixing of perfumes. I believe that a 
girl Aould buy her best perfumes, but 
for everyday use she can make a big 
bottle of sweet scent at a reasonable 
cost. 

“I take a Jug that holds a gallon and 
put Into It a pint of spirits of cologne. 
To this I add two grains of musk and 
an ounce of the oil of ro.se geranium. 
Then I put my jug away for two weeks.- 

“At the end of this time I add another 
pint of spirits of cologne, and T have a 
good big quart of the sweetest kind of 
bath water. It lasts a long time and It 
gcits sweeter and sweeter os it grows 
older. 

“For another thing, I never allow a 
flower to go to waste. I pull It apart 
as soon as It has lost Its freshness, and 
I dry It. In the summer I lay It upon 
the window ledge. In the winter upon 
Ihs steam radiator. Then I drop h in 


a flower Jar and once In awhile I %lvs 
the jar a shake. 

“Each morning I open It, after I have 
aired the parlor, and 1 stir It tb Its very 
depths with a stick. This gives the 
room a very sweet aroma. 'The Jar Is 
spiced once In a while, and when 1 have 
a few odd drops of perfume 1 put them 
into the jar. It Is a great help when 
one wants a sweet smelling boudoir. 

“I try to be a pretty girl and this 
means that I must be surrounded with 
becoming things. I am slightly pink In 
the cheeks, and to bring out this plnk- 
ness I hang my walls with pink when 
possible. My boudoir Is a study In pink 
and white. 

“Always bring out your own bast 
color In your surroundings. Thaj Is one 
secret of being pretty without spending 
a smal^fortune on your looks. 

"As for my complexion. It is almost 
perfection. Yet nobody knows how I 
do It. 

“One of my friends lakee electrical 
massage twice a week so as to mal^e 
her cheeks pink; another has a course 
of vibratory mae.*ago applied to the 
complexion once In a while. A third 
has her face skilfully massaged by a 
high-priced masseuse. I cannot afford 
these things, so I do my complexion 
myself. 

"On rainy days, when I know that no 
one will call to see me, I steam my 
face. Taking a pan of hot water I wet 
pieces of old linen In It and T lay them 
on my face. When I know that the skin 
is soft and the pores arc open I spread 
on soap Jelly and wash It off with hot 
water. 

"I massage my coming wrinkles with 
cold cream, and then I lie down and 
take a nop with a hot towel thrown 
over my face. It wakes up the complex¬ 
ion wonderfully.

“As the sheep’s fat simmers there Is 
added to It one teasjjoonful of pure oil 
of sw'eet almonds In the proportion of 
a teaspoon of the oil to half a cup of 
sheep’s fat. This Is scented with the 
oil of Jasmine. The whole Is poured Into 
the empty eggshell to become firm. It 
makes an excellent cream for the 11 os 
should they grow' chapped or pale."

FOR PAST WEER. 


Births Six Less Than Fatalities, of 
Which Ten W^e From Pneumonia 
and Ten Thym Consumption. 


Deaths exceeded birth* by six In Louis¬ 
ville during the week that cndi.nl April 
gjCocrdlog to the report of M. K. 
Allen, Health Officer. There was a total 
of ©Ighty-three death*. Of this number 
ten died of pneumonia, teii of tuberculosis, 
four of typhoid fever, three of paralysis, 
five of heart disease, five of acute bron¬ 
chitis. five of acute nephritis and five of 
Bright’s disease. 

Of the total number who died, forty- 
four wefe males and thlrty-nlno were 
females, fifty-four wer© whit© and twen- 
jy-nlne were colored. • 

Seventy-seven new babies were bom 
during the week. Forty-four were male* 
and thirty-three were females. Seventy- 
four were white and three were colored.

Senator Coleman has a wide ac¬ 
quaintance over Kentucky, secured 
through service In the Gener.U As¬ 
sembly of the State. He repre.scnteil 
the Oldbam-Trlmble legislative dis¬ 
trict In the lower House in 1887 and 
again In 1896. In 1899 he was elected 
lo the State Senate from the Oldham 
/llstrlv^t. and while In the Assembly 
was at the head of the Senate Con teat 
Committee which heard t^e Goebel 
gubernatorial conte»L Following the 
adjournmerit of that body ‘ he waa 
clKwien oommaadant of the Confederate 
Home at Pewee Valley, a place ahloh 
he filled creditably for three and* one- 
half years. Senator Ooleman was the 
author of the bill which created tht* 
Confederate Home. He served In the 
Confederate army. 


Wins Suit Against Administratrix In 
Federal Oouxt At Rich¬ 
mond.

—A suit of unusual Interest was de¬ 
cided here to-day In the Federal Court. 
It W'as a contest between an Illegiti¬ 
mate son of A. G. Budhanon. a promi¬ 
nent business man. who died here some 
seven years ago, and the administra¬ 
trix of his estate. 

About twenty-five year* ago Buchan- 
on came to Richmond from Wolfe 
county. He succeeded In accumulating 
an estate of about $25,000 and died 
without leaving a will. Hls wife quali¬ 
fied a* administratrix and settled the 
©state. Later a note of $3.(X)0 was pre¬ 
sented for payment, which wps refused. 
The note was presented by Taylor 
Buchanon. who now resides near Cin¬ 
cinnati. O.. nnd who. It vrvLS sh»>wn. 
was an llleglilmate .son. Suit was 
brought In the Federal Court with the 
result that to-day the Jury' brought 
In a verdict for the plaintiff. The ad¬ 
ministratrix defended the suit on tho 
grounds that the note was a forgery.

MODERN CIRCUS A CITY UNTO 
ITSELF. 


BARNUM& BAILEY CARRY OVER 
1,000 ON PAY ROLL. 


ALL RELIGIONS REPRESENTED. 


The Bamum & Bailey Greatest Show on 
Earth would keep a company of census 
takers guessing. It Is a Tower of Babel 
for tongues, a panorama of nations, a 
congress of religions, a gathering of fami¬ 
lies and clans, and It has six pay days a 
week. 

Ten hundred and sixty-five persona are 
on the circus pay roll—men. women and 
children. They come from twenty-two dif¬ 
ferent parts of the world and range In 
color through the whites, blacks, browns 
and yellows. Ten of them are Japanese, 
thirty are French, two are Swiss, twenty 
are Italians, two are Portuguese, four are 
Bohemians, six are Austrians, ten are 
Kusslan. fifty are German, four ar^ Bel¬ 
gian. eight are Scotch, four are Si^nish. 
eight are Polish, two are Egyptian, one Is 
Blngalese. ten are Hungarian, two are 
Cossacks, two ore Burmese, three are 
Welsh, about 295 Americans, about 690 are 
English, and one or two are Corean. ac¬ 
cording to how you consider the Corean 
twins. 

The animal part of the aggregation In¬ 
cludes about 700 heads—also t.all!?. There 
are more than tfOO horses, thirty elephants, 
four giraffes, a dozen camels and fifty 
cage.s of smaller beasts. 

The human part of the show may be 
divided Into classes, according to the parts 
the members play. There are about 300 
performers; 125 bill posters, advertising 
agents and members of the press bureau; 
100 railroad men, knowm as “rasor-back.s;’' 
76 cook.s .and kitchen helpers; 150 hostlers, 
or. as they are called with the circus, 
’•grooms,” and 314 canvas men. property 
men. menagerie keepers and less impor¬ 
tant individuals. The canvas men look 
after the tents, the property men see that 
all the apparatus is In place, hold the bars 
for the horses. lay the carpets in the 
ring and do other general work. The 
menagerie men look after the caged 
beasts. There Is. besides, one chaplain. 

In religions ther»> are Greek Catholics. 
Roman Catholics, believers In Shintoism, 
followers of Mohammed.Bramha and Budd¬ 
ha: EpiscopalUin.s, including the majority 
of the Englishmen; Presbyterians. Includ¬ 
ing the Scotchmen; Baptists, Methodists. 
Luthemn»\ and Hebrews. Many of them 
are devout worshipers In their religions 
and a large percentage of the Christians 
go rcgulnrly to church when they are at 
home, and attend the sendees conducted 
by the chaplain wh^n on the road. 

The pay days arc divided among the 
different classes of employes. The per¬ 
formers have one. the c.mvas men nnolher 
and so on down the line. This arrange¬ 
ment was made because of the Impossi¬ 
bility of handling l.ors pay envelopes In 
a day at such times that all would have 
n chance to collect. The lowest salary Is 
150 a month. The highest is pretty close 
to 11.000 a week. The clowns draw from 
Jfl5 to $100 a week, according to their 
brand of humor. 

After these come the riders of horses. 
They arc tmld from $75 to $125 a week, 
according to their ability and renutatlon. 
Finally there are those who do the aortal 
acts on the flying trnnese or on bicycles. 
They nre the ones whose enveloj^es ;re 
fsttest. for the management thlnk.s 
they do more than any others to draw the 
dollars of the public. The salary of Mile. 
Maurlcla do Tiers, who “loops the gao’* In 
an automobile, and of Volo. the Volltant. 
who circles the aerial arch, are the high¬ 
est In the show 

The clrcu.s travels In ninety-two speelal 
cars, made up Into five trains. Into these 
are packed the show people, the animals. ; 
the gilded wagons and all the narrtpher- i 
nalla of this polyglot world. When the j 
circus Is on the shotv ground it occuple.s 
fourteen tents. Including the “big top.” 
There Is one stretch of canvas for the 
main tent, one for the menagerie, one for 1 
the klchen. another for the dining-room. | 
one for the dre.ssing room and others for [ 
each separate department of the manage¬ 
ment. 

The riallv expense of maintenance and 
transportation range.s from Ift.OfHi to $7.Son. 
but these figures are not so startling when 
it Is realized that the main exhibition tent 
can comfortably seat 14.800 persons, and 
that crowds are often turned away. 

These are some of the figures of the 
circus. If Uncle Sam w.ants to know more 
about the heterogeneous traveling town, 
let him turn a cen.sus agent loose in it. 
during the Louisville engagement, Mon¬ 
day. May n. but the agent had better 
take a corps of intemreters with him, 
and even he would find a few langunge.s 
that the interpreters w’ouldn’t understand

SIXTEEN DECREES OF DIVORCE 


In a decision delivered yesterday In 
tho case of Doll and Zoeller against 
Mrs, Carrie Hubers for 1696. Judge 
O’Doherty pointed out the hardships 
froquentiy Imposed by the present me- 
chajiics* Hen law upon those unfamlliy 
with lu operations and who arc made 
victims by unscrupulous or Insolvent 
coiUnictors. Mrs, Hubers contracted 
with a man named Scott for the con¬ 
struction of a small residence on Hep¬ 
burn avenue, near E}d wards street. 
Long before tho work was completc^l 
had paid him the full cost. $2,300. 
Soon afterward, however, Scott aban¬ 
doned the work and took the bankrupt 
taw, leoYlngr Mrs. Hubers no recourse 
for recovery of what she had lost as 
she had not placed him under a surety 
b«jnd for faithful perforraanco of tho 
work. 

Among others who had furnished ma- 
leidal for tho house and whom Scott 
had neglected to pay were Doll and 
Zoeller, and In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the mcchanlca’ lien siaiiue 
Uioy had filed this lien against the 
property with the County Clerk. No 
notice, however, was received by Mrs. 
Hubers, because the law does not re¬ 
quire it. Mrs. Hubers, though being 
of limited means, found herself not 
only confronted with the necessity of 
finishing her house for which she had 
already paid, but with discharging ^e 
unpaid m« 3 chanlcs* Hons for which 
Hkjott was morally responsible. Because 
of the draj?tlc operation of the statute 
Judge O’Doherty hold that It was his 
duty to construe It strictly against the 
Hen holder, and upon ati examination 
of the Hon of Doll and Zoeller found 
that It had not been sworn to. This 
he held was sufficient to Invalidate Its 
opoiatlon. In the course bf his opin¬ 
ion ho Indicated the severity of the law 
upon those ignorant of Its operations, 
though ho said that It may be entirely 
just with those familiar with the build- 
Ing business. _ 

School Board's Contention Denied. 

In accorda»nco with a decision of 
Judge Samuel B. Kirby, delivered yes- 
t»?Tday at iolnt ses-Mlon, th*t Louisville 
School Ikiard cannot recover from the 
city $ 6 n .<>00 of tax<fs which may have 
been technically due the city from the 
Louisville Water Connpany. Tho suit 
is merely a defelopment of the old 
fight of the city to compel the Louis¬ 
ville Water Company to pay tajces 
which was Inaugurated by Col. Henry 
H .Stone when City Attorney. In that 
c.tse the Court of Appeals held that 
The city had the right to receive taxes 
from the Water Company, but that the 
Water Company had a right to offset 
them with the water It supplied the 
city. The result In effect nullified the 
t:ix claims against the Water Com¬ 
pany which proved that U not only 
Hjpplled enough water to cover them, 
but something In excess of that figure. 

Under Its charter the city Is required 
to pay at lease thirty-three cents out of 
taxes received from every $100 of tax- 
nblo. properly for school purposes. In 
vl 'W of this law the School Board con¬ 
tended that It was entitled to Its pro 
rata against the Louisville Water 
Company even though no money 
actually changed handa 
However, Judge Kirby held to the 
contrary. He found that it was not 
In the contemplation of the Legislature 
for the School Board to receive taxes 
from the city under such circum¬ 
stances. He overruled a demurrer to 
A part of the city’s answer which prac¬ 
tically adjudicates the case.

due. amounted to 146,000. Judge Miller. 
In affirming the decision delivered by 
Judge Gregory In the County Court, 
held that the power of this asse.ssment 
lay entirely with the Board of E^iuall- 
zatlon and Assessment at Frankfort 
when that body figured out the value 
of the road's franchise. This decision 
is In line wdth a recent decision of the 
Court of Appeals Involving a suit for 
the same purpose against the Cumber¬ 
land Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, _

TAYLOR CONVICTED FOR 
DEFRAUDING THE SEELBACH. 


On a charge of defrauding a hotel 
S. F. Taylor was presente<l In the Po« 
lice Court yesterday morning and was 
sentenced jio thirty days in Jail by 
Judgo Edwards.

There Are Still Great Actors. 

Those TS'isImlsta who feel that the 
8rt of acting bas waned In latter years 
have reason to take heart from the 
'Ciccompllshmrnt of Mr. Forbes Uobert- 
eon, whoso Flatnlet reprcaonta the art 
of acting 8t iu highest. It is a good 
thing for the modern singe that It can 
boast so remarkable a player of so 
complex a part. To elocutionary t>eau- 
ty, suitableness nf personality und tem¬ 
perament Mr. Robertson unites men¬ 
tality and the power of characterisa¬ 
tion. To A proper physical embodiment 
he Join? the potent qualities of the 
mind, the heart opd the spirit. The 
result is a Hamlet who makes impress 
upon the finest sensibilities of the spec, 
tator The (act that he departs »ome- 
wlvat from tbo preconceived and the 
conventional Hamlet adds rather to the 
force of Mr. Robertson's achievement 
than detracts from it. As depicted by 
him Hamlet Is a human with human 
qualities, not a being aloof from all 
the world: ho Is a student and a poet, 
but he Is also cunning and has a sense 
of humor; he is a man, more of a man 
than all others about him. but his man¬ 
liness arises from his mental endow- 
mtMits rather than from physique or 
manner?. As Hamlet grows in humani¬ 
ty he gains In sympathy, so Mr. Rob¬ 
ertson’s presentment of him makes a 
strong appeal to the sentiment of his 
auditor, os Its cloar-cut Interpretation 
and well-defined symmetry Interest 
one’s judgment. And with all the 
humanity of It and the vlrtlUy of it. 
Mr. Robertson sustains a poetic glamour 
which enriches the beauty nf the per¬ 
formance and reveals how the player 
of commanding power can be human 
without becoming gross. His succe.^s 
is that of the man who owns the true 
actor's genius and the mastery of the 
art which must guide the expression of 
that genius. This generation has cause 
to bo thankful that It has on oppor¬ 
tunity In Mr. R<»bertson’8 H.-wnlet to 
geo fulfilled tho noblest and most ex¬ 
alted possibilities of dramatic art. 


The President At Jamestown. 

A critical exomlnation of the Presl- 
deot’g fcpoech at the Jamestown Fixpo. 
aitlon fulls to bring to light any new 
expression concerning his nttitude to¬ 
ward the railroads. He has disappoint¬ 
ed tho rallrof>.d chiefs who w'erc led 
to believe that on that occasion he would 
say something to dispel their fears of 
further antagonism, and to restore 
strength to the security markets; he 
has disappointed the radicals, too, who 
hoped that he v.'ould hurl a few thun¬ 
derbolts at corporate Intererts. 

In proclaiming nothing new th? Presl- 
dent allows the situation *.0 rest pro- 
cisely as it was. He contents himself 
with relieratlpg in substance his fa. 
miliar declarstlona that “the wrong¬ 
doer. the man who cheato and swind¬ 
les. whether on a big scale or a little 
cne, shall receive at our bands mercy 
as scant ag if he committed crlm'*s 
of violence or brutality," that "the 
greatest problem before us Is how to 
exercise such control over the bu.4- 
r.CFS use of vast wealth, corporate and 
Individual, but especially corporate, us 
will insure Us not being usod against 
the interest of the public, while yet 
permuting such ample leglllmnle prcilia 
cs will encourage Individual Initiative,’* 
thru ••this great republic r( ours shall 
never become the government of a 
plutocracy, and It shall never become 
the government of a mob.*’ Those have 
a familiar ring; In fact, they are al¬ 
most trite. The only passage of the 
President’s utterances on the subject of 
corporate reform w’hlch the ma^nalos 
might construe as hinting, even to tne 
slightest degree, a softened attitude, is 
this: 

‘It It our business to put a stop to 
abuse's and to prevent their rocurrenre, 
without thowing a splrU of mere vin¬ 
dictiveness fo^ what has been done In tho 
past. In John Morley’s hrllllant sketch 
of Burke he lays especial stress upon the 
fact Uuit Burke more than almost nny 
other thinker or poUticUn of bis time 
realised the profouod lesson ihsyt In poll- 
xles wo are concerned not with barrm 
rights, but with duties; not with abstract 
truth, but with pr.'iodcal morality. He es¬ 
pecially eulogises the way In which In his 
efforts for economic reform, Burke com¬ 
bined unshakable resolution In pressing 


the reform with a profound temperaten^ss 
of spirit which made him. while bont on 
extirpation of the evil system, refuse to 
cherish an unreasoning and vindictive ill 
will toward the men who had b.tiffiifd 
by It. Sold Burke. *if I cannot reform 
with ^uiiy, 1 will nut reform at nil. • • • 
(’There is) a State to pr»':Herve lis well as a 
State to reform.’ Tliis is the exa»*t spir¬ 
it In which this countiy should mov.» to 
tho reform of tubuses of corporal* 
wealth." 

Theso words, how'ovor, sound more 
like a veiled pledge not to pursue vin¬ 
dictively his friends E. H. Hariiman 
and fellows than the suggestion Of a 
modification of the President’s pt llcles 
toward corporations. The iiet result 
of his speech Is that he stands "pat." In 
standing "pat" he makes no more 
threats. He springs no fresh notions 
of reprofeslve legislation nor measures 
of control. 80 the heads of corpora¬ 
tions may infer—for tho tim'e, ui least 
—that If they are not to be belter 
off, the>’ are not to be worse off. They 
know '’where they stand" and "where 
the President stands," and this may 
give them some satisfaction. 

The Presidc-nt’s address In this par¬ 
ticular Is similar in trend to his answer 
recently given the Illinois Manufactur¬ 
ers* Ajisoclatlon when that body be¬ 
sought him to make public an utterancu 
that might restore confidence In corpo¬ 
ration securities, relieve the bu**lnef 5 a 
uncertainty burdening the country and 
enable tho railroads to borrow' money 
for extensions and Improvements. He 
said then that he saw' no occasion for 
changing his idow's previously ex¬ 
pressed and he inclosed clippings from 
the rpeoches presenting those views. 
Ho stood "pst" then as he stands "paf 
now. And in standing "i)ai’' he simply 
reiterates his allegiance to the "square 
deal’’—which he himself honors more 
as a text of sermons than a motto of 
action. 


Matthew Lyon and Descendants. 

The death of Gen. H. B. Lyon, of Ed- 
dyville, which occurred a few days 
since. awtytenB many early historical 
memories connected w'Hh his family. 
He was tho grandson of Matthew Lyon, 
un early settlor of the county of that 
name, and a very conspicuous charac¬ 
ter In public life both before knd after 
his removal to Kentucky at the begin¬ 
ning of the Nineteenth century*. Oen. 
Lyon w'as a graduate of West Point in 
18r>8 and served In various campaigns 
against the Indians in Florida and tho 
fir West. When the Civil War broke 
out he resigned his commission and 
took service In the Confederate army, 
attaining before tho dose of the war 
the rank of Rrigadier General of Cav¬ 
alry. After tho war ho returned to his 
homo and. with tho exception of one 
term In the Leglslaturo, devoted him¬ 
self to farming and other business. 

Matthew Lyon, the first American 
ancestor of Gen. Lyon, was a man with 
a very remarkable career, who rose 
from humble beginnings to a very 
conspicuous position in public afCalm. 
He was born in Wicklow county, Ire¬ 
land. in 1748. and died In Arkansas in 
1822. His father, w'hen Malihow' was a 
small boy, engaged In a conspiracy 
against tho Crown, for w’hich he was 
condemned and executed. When Mat¬ 
thew was nineteen he fled from the 
cruelty of a stopfather to America. In 
order to secure his passage, as w'as 
usual In those days, he bound himself 
to tho captain of the vessel to work for 
tw elve months. This large class of im¬ 
migrants were called "adventurers." The 
captain having no use for him sold him 
to a Connecticut farmer for iw'obullk. Ho 
served his term faithfully and became 
a free man, ever afterward using as his 
favorite oath, "By the bulls that bought 
me.’* Kipling, who once lived In tho 
part of Vermont where Lyon made 
hfs residence, makes use of tho Incident 
In one of his "Jungle Tales." "Mow- 
gll’s Brothers." In which Mowgll, a 
child, is rescued by a w'olf from a tiger 
by exchange for a bull. Mowgll, who 
was roared by tho w'olves and became 
I heir lender. Is made to ^so the same 
oath "By tho bull that bought me." 

Mailht.w' Lyon, after taking up his 
residence In Vermont, served In the 
Revolutionary War as a Lieutenant 
and aftenvard was successful In busi¬ 
ness, founding the town of Fairhaven 
in 1783. and building saw mills and an 
Iron foundry. Later he entered politics 
as an pitra-Democrat, published a 
paper styled "Tho Scourge of Aris¬ 
tocracy and Repository of Important 
Political Truth,” and sorvvd ten years 
in the Legislature. During the term 
of John Adams he was elector] a mem¬ 
ber of Congress as a warm adherent 
of Jefferson and a bitter opponent of 
tho Adams AdnrUnIstratlon. About the 
same time ho, being a widower, 
married a daughter of Gov. Thomas 
Chittenden, several children of which 
marriage, as well as of the first, be¬ 
coming residents of Kemucky. 

The history' of Matthew Lyon’s prose¬ 
cution for libel of the President 
under the Allen and Sedition law', re¬ 
sulting In a fine of ll.OOO and Imprison¬ 
ment In Jail for four, months, is well 
known. While there a prisoner he w'ss 
elected to Congress (or a second term, 
and w'ent from the prison back to a 
seat in Congress, hailed ivs the Amer¬ 
ican ILimpden. In the presidential rice 
of 1800 the Allen and Sedition law’s 
were a prominent Issue, contributing to 
the defeat of Adams. Neither candi¬ 
date hiving received a majority before 
the people, as was then required, the 
decision devolved upon Congress, and 
Lyon ended the seven days’ conte.it 
by casting the deciding vote, February 
27, 1801, for Jefferson. 

Tn the following .spring Matthew' 
Lyon, with his family moved to Ken¬ 
tucky and founded the towm of Eddy- 
ville, near the mouth of the Culhber- 
land. Here he became a large and 
prosperous landholder. He was s<K>n 
elected to the Legislature, and In 1803 
to Congress, serving eight years. 1808-11, 
It W'as near the cloi*? c( the Inst term 
that he presented a petition to Congress 
for reimbursement, of the fine to which 


he w'ps subjected when a member from 
Vermont but it was not until July 4, 
1840, ncnrly eighteen 3 'ears after b's 
de.Tih that tho bill making restitution 
to his heirs, with Interest, was passed. 
In 1820 Col. Lyon was appointed by 
President Monroe a factor among the 
Cherokee Indians, In Arkansas, ond 
when that territory was organized in 
1822, he W'as elected delegntc to Con¬ 
gress this bring tho third constituency 
by which he was thus honored, but be 
did not live to take hla seat. 

Among other descendants of Matthew 
Lyon w’ho ro^o to prominence, of whom 
he had a number, W'as Chlllrnden Lyon, 
for whom Lyon county was named, 
when fi>rmed In 18>4. He ropro-ented 
Caldwell, from which Lyon county w,\» 
formed. In the Legislature In H22-21-24. 
and tho dlJirlct In Congresa three 
terms, 1827-35, being a man of strong 
mental force both In the public F?r- 
vlce at the bar. 


Nrw York Moba. 

As a rule the New York mob may 
be detcribed as a largo body of ex¬ 
cited persons unshio to screw' their 
courage to the sticking point. A womwn 
la insuhed In a street ^ar—perhaps 
struck In tho faco by a i^egro—a mob 
immediately forms. In Its proportions 
It is vast, and In its Intontlona bloody 
It, Is dispersed by "a policeman who 
arrived upon the acono just in time, 
and bravely best back a surging mass| 
of men and hoys who had been cry¬ 
ing ’lynch the nigger.* and would 
doubtleas have strung him up to the 
nearest telegr'iph pole." 

A baby Is crushed by a truck. A 
mob forms to kill the drlvei^just as 
If he had drawn a bead upon the baby 
at the other end of tho block and killoJ 
h as ho would a mad dog—and heaps 
cursog upon him In angry and excited 
tones until two policemen come up and 
restore order. 

The near-Iynchlngs in Now York are 
as tho sands of the s^. and the near¬ 
mob Is more terrible th^n an army^ 
with banners until a "copper" with the 
might of Cyrano and D’Artagnan com¬ 
bined with the modesty of a stevedore 
calmly pushes the Infuriated populace 
out of the wn^, and cills an ambulance. 
As a rule the New York mob may bo 
counted upon as going on record 
against brutality rather than to com¬ 
mit any act of violence—^attd that is 
fortunate in any clvillxcd community. 
But a mob with more courage and less 
sense than the average New' York mob 
committed an atrocious crime when it 
almost klUci a motorman because his 
car ran over a boy. 

The car was moving down Pranklyn 
avenue. Brooklyn, when a boy ran In 
front of it. The motorman apparent¬ 
ly had no time in which to stop it. The 
boy's head was s'^vered. If a sky¬ 
scraper had fallen upon him It would 
have been as logical to mob tho Jan¬ 
itor as it was to drag the motorman 
off his platform and beat him Into !n- 
Eenslblllty. 

Mobs in the Mou4h* hav’e committed 
many inexcusable murders, but the 
"hot blood of tho Kouth" stirs in the 
v'Glns of men who have at least some 
sense of Justice. Many negroes and a 
few white men have been lynched 
when the law* should have been al¬ 
lowed to take Its course, but victims of 
mob v'ongcance are almost always crim¬ 
inals who richly deserve the Influence of 
thedeaJti penalty, and the crime of the 
lynchers is not that of murdering an 
innocent victim of popular rage, but 
that of killing by lawless methods a 
man who should be killed by law. There 
Is no defense w'ithln the bounds of 
sanity for lynching any criminal, but. 
to the credit of even this vicious and 
lawless element In the South be It said. 
It would hardly be possible to Incite a 
mob In the South to murder a motor- 
man for the crime of being unable to 
stop a car In time to prevent a tragedy 
for which no man in his right mind 
could hold him morally responsible. 

Will the courts of New* Y'ork con¬ 
vict anyoie for murder if the motor- 
man dies or send anyone to 8Ing Hlng 
If he recovers? If they do not make 
a vigorous attempt to do so the spec¬ 
tacle of an alarming state of barbarism 
existing In our chief center of civiliza¬ 
tion will be presented.

“HOCH DER KAISER.”

It was In the spring of 1888. Capt. 
Coghlan. as he was then, had Just brought 
the Raleigh home from Manila. It was the 
first veksel of Dewey’s squadron to re¬ 
turn. and Nem* York gave th# ship a warm 
welcome. 

The climax of the celebration w&s a din¬ 
ner given by the Union League Club to 
the officers of the Raleigh. Ellhu Root, 
th^n president of the club, presided at 
the dinner. Capt. Coghlan was the chief 
speaker of the evening. 

He told about the battle of Manila Day, 
carefully omitting the pitrt he played In 
the engagement himself. By way of w’lud- 
Ing up the gpeeeh he told about the 
friction between the German AdmIraJ von 
Dledeiich and Admiral Dewey. Capt. 
Coghlan wa.a reported as saying: 

**An officer of Admiral von Dlederlch 
came aboard the Olympia one day to make 
a complaint to Admiral Dewey because 
one of his ship# had been stopped during 
tho strict blockade following the bat¬ 
tle. 

" 'Tell your Admiral those ships of his 
must stop when 1 say so." said Admiral 
Dewey. ’*1 wish to make the blockade of 
this harbor complete.’ 

" 'Hut we fly the German flag,* the ofll- 
ccr replied. 

" ’Those flags can bo bought for half a 
dollar a yard anysvhere,’ tho American 
Admiral retorted. 

"He told the German officer that a 
whole Spanish fl»*et might como at him 
with German flags up. 

" Tell your Admiral—and bo sure to 
state It explicitly as coming from m< 
that the slightest infraction of any of 
my rules will only mean one thing, and 
that will bo war. If j'our people are ready 
for war with tho United States they can 
have It any time.* 

"After that they didn't breath© more 
than four times successively without ask¬ 
ing permission." 

Capt. Coghlan’s speech brought hearty 
cheers and enthnslarmi from those pres¬ 
ent. later In the evening he was called 
upon to recite "Hoch der Kaiser." To the 
intense delight of his hearers he consent¬ 
ed. It follows:

"Whin a lad starts out to write a 
biography about a'gr-reat man." rays Mf.

But It propounds a 
pretty serious question when It oaks 
whether letters ought not to be desfreyed 
by their recipients, and whether it l?n t 
cowardly snd knavish ond i!!-brrd to pr*- 
serve them.

They don’t 
nnd can’t reveal themselves in their cor¬ 
respondence.

This coat, of white broadcloth, is cut 
precisely like a ktrnono with long arm¬ 
hole, and open under the arms to allow 
glimpses of brown chiffon over whWe. It 
is, of course, open at the froat, and th^ 
shape of the bottom Is su-cih that It Is long 
at back and front, sloping up at the sides. 
Edges and much of tho coat are covered 
with striking designs in brown done In 
fine braid and embroidery.

Th© 
exception to this Is In the lingerie dresses 
that are much beruffied. But silks of all 
kinds, voile and mohairs are quite plain, 
unless bonds of the same are laid on. 
either In design or In straight lines 
around, ^metimee the folds are gradu¬ 
ated, and when three are used the effect 
is certainly Iwtter. 

A closely woven cloth is a thing now 
unknown, save that Indies' cloth Is always 
good form. But for spring days all are 
loosely woven, as voiles, canvases and 
grenadines. The last material bids fair to 
be as popular as when our mothers felt 
their w’nrdrohes incomplete without at 
least one gown of It. Blocked off with 
satin stripes It Is smart and serviceable. 
Black, done over a colored lining. Is dis¬ 
tinctly chic. 

The heavier the quality of the pongee 
silk worn the hotter, and most charmlnaly 
ajre these being manipulated. Their weight 
gives them grace, and the novelties show* 
plaids and large blocks that make them 
particularly good for morning or to be 
treated In tailor fashion. The same stuffs 
are made into long coats for traveling or 
motoring, but only a naturai tan or dark 
blue or brow’n Is chosen for this use. 

All the models are loose that they may 
be slipped over a fluffy gown. If necessary, 
or even over another short coat. 

I can And absolutely no escape from 
plaited skirls. You may have any sort 
you like, wide or narrow, stitched or not 
stitched, but plaited the>' must be. Tills 
Is true of aJl except the lightest materials, 
such as organdie and silk, and even thes' 
are accordion-plaited. 

Having already told you that plain, 
tellor-llnen blouses are to be quite tho 
thing this season. It would he well to and 
the newest points. The cuffs are quite 
narrow, not more than three Inches, and 
the bodies ore much nicked. In plaits of 
all widths, sometimes a wide one divid¬ 
ing several fine, or vice versa. A hcavT 
quality of plain linen is smarter than 
figures. I

FEATURES OF ANOTHER TYPE. 


Washington, April 27.—[Special.]— 
Arrangements have been made by the 
Navy Department for the moat elab- 
ornto aeries of submarine experiments 
find teats ever held in American waters. 
The maneuvers will take place In Nar- 
raj^ansett ^ay, off Newport, beginning 
April 30, and probably will contlntie for 
leu days or two weeks. The purpose 
of these tests Is not only to Illustrate 
what submarine boats can do under 
exacting conditions, but to a large ex¬ 
tent to determine the type of boat 
w’hicli hereafter shall be constructed 
for the American navy. The place of 
the submarine In the modern navy al 
ready has been fixed. The little terror 
has come to stay, for the grea-test 
nav-^l experts of the world agree that 
no naval defense is complete without a 
sulhcinet floLilla of submaTlnea. Al 
though the Untied States wns among 
the first of the powers to develop. In 
Its present state of efndency and prac¬ 
ticability, the submarine, the navies of 
Kngland, France and Russia are far 
ahead of ours in the number of sub¬ 
marines. These great naval powers 
have been quick to perceive the pos¬ 
sibilities of these boats, and have 
forged ahead in the matter of their 
construction. 

Under the building program as now 
mapped out, however, the United 
States within a few years will have 
a formidable array of these most de- 
FlTUCtlve of all sea fighters, and when 
they Are finally added to the American 
navy in sufficient numbers every port 
In the country will be Immune from at¬ 
tack from every enemy. The board 
which the Secretary of the Navy has 
appointed to conduct these testa con¬ 
sists of Capt. Adolph Marix, president; 
Naval Constructor D. W. Taylor, Com¬ 
mander Burns T. Wailing, Lieut. Com¬ 
mander William 8. Smith and Lieut. 
John W^ Timmons, members, and En¬ 
sign F. H. Sadler, recorder. 

It Is a noteworthy coincidence that 
while these tests are In operation there 
will be opened In Bordeaux. Prance, an 
International Maritime Exposition to 
commemorate the one hundredth an¬ 
niversary of Robert Fulton's applica¬ 
tion of steam to navigation. The 
significance lies In the fact, not gener¬ 
ally known, that Robert Fulton in¬ 
vented a submarine boat before he 
built the first steamboat. It has been 
only within recent years, howev-er, that 
that submarine has been, brought to 
such a condition approaching perfec¬ 
tion that it has becx>me a necessity. 
The first steps In this direction were 
taken by Secretary Whltne>'. the father 
of the modern American navy, but It 
was not until 1835 that the Plunger, 
the first submarine In the American 
navy wns contracted for by the Nnvy 
Department. Her motive power, how¬ 
ever. was steam, and she proved im¬ 
practicable. Then the Holland was 
built on private account, and after 
demonstrating her efficiency was pur¬ 
chased by the Government. Since then 
six others of the Adder type, an im¬ 
provement upon the Holland, have been 
built and are now a part of the navy. 
Four others, the Octopus, the Taran¬ 
tula, Cuttlefish and Viper, have been 
contracted for and completed. 

The Octopus, which will be one of the 
boats in the forthconUng competition, 
is the largest submarine ever built for 
the Oovcrnmeni. and represents the lat¬ 
est and most improve<l type. She Is a 
little ovtT 100 feet long, twelve feet 
abeam, and has a displacement pme- 
llcally of 255 tons. The Octopus has a 
radius of aotlon of 1,000 miles, and al¬ 
though her contraot speed is said to 
have been ten knots on the surface and 
eight knots submerged, she has ex¬ 
ceeded her requirements by more than 
one knot at her recent builder's trials. 
She has a dual motive power, employ¬ 
ing gasoline when operating on the sur¬ 
face and storage batteries when sub¬ 
merged. 

The Octopus has a device by w’hloh 
those navigating the boat submerged 
can plainly see what is going on for 
miles around on the surface, called the 
periscope. It Is a long Instrument 
which when mounted on the back of 
the boot looks much like a small stove¬ 
pipe. about three Inches in diameter. 
The boat comes within eight or ten feel 
of the surface and projects the peijl- 
Bcope above the surface of the w’aler. 
It cannot be seen ad a distance greater 
than a few hundred yards, yet It has 
a range of thirty degrees of the horl- 
ion. It catches every objec-t within this 
horizon, and by a cleverly-devised sys¬ 
tem of mirrors and refiectors, the oper¬ 
ator sits calmly at his desk in the boat 
ten feet below" the syt’face and Is able 
to see every objecy^bn the surface as 
plainly as If he had projected his own 
head- out of the water and was using a 
powerful glass. 

The Octopus dives and rises with the 
ease of a fish, and the process by w^hlch 
it performs this feat Is simplicity It¬ 
self when understood. Under normal 
conditions her buoyance keeps her upon 
the surface, the same as It does any 
other vessel. When the order Is given 
to dive a sufficient volume of water Is 
admitted into her tanks to destroy what 
Is knowm as her reserve buoyance (that 
which keeps her afloat), a diving rud¬ 
der on cither side is adjusted and her 
course Is turned dowmward. so that In¬ 
stead of moving straight ahead on the 
surface, she moves downward under 
her own motive power until the proper 
level Is reached. The angle of the div¬ 
ing rudder Is then changed and she as¬ 
sumes her normal position. When she 
wishes to rise the water is forced out 
of the tanks, the buoyance returns, the 
niddcr is adjusted and she "dives up." 

The Octopus will have as her prin¬ 
cipal competitor at these tests the 
Lake, a boat of radically different typo, 
buth practically of the same .size and 
displacement. The Lake operates upon 
what Is known ns the "even keel" sy.M- 
lem. She sinks rather than dives. She 
Is hauled up and down In the water 
much like on elevator, her keel being 
kept horizontal or parallel with the 
surface at all times, - It is claimed for 
her that this plan 'gives her greater 
stability, although this Is denied by the 
advocates of the other type of boat, 
but this method does not allow her t6 
8!Lain the same speed In submerging 
and emerging as the diving type of 
boat, which is a matter of highest im¬ 
portance when In action. 

One of the features of the Lako is a 
diving compartment In- the bottom of j 
the vessel from which a door can be J 
opened and a diver sent out from the 
bout. It Is the old and simple prin¬ 
ciple of the diving .bell revived. Great ■ 
advantage Is clnlrned for the use of 
this compartment in the way of cutting ‘ 
cables, destroying mines and affording ■ 
avenue of escape In case of accl- j 
dent. 

Naval men are looking forward w»lth 
much Interest to the result of these 
maneuvers as a great deal pertaining to 
the future of the navy depends upon j 
the accompllahm<-ni5 wf these little i 
terrors of the deep.

BOOK IV—CHAPTER I. 

Treason In the Camp. 

S INCE the day Dundee rode away 
from Glenogllvle. after the scene 
with Jean, he was a nian broken In 
heart, but he hid his private wound 
bravely, nnd gave hlmeelf with the 
fiercer energy to the king's business.

VVh<Mher 
they would rise or not depernKd 
neither on the merits of Will¬ 
iam OI’ James, but In the List iR'Jue 
upon their chlef.s— and the chiefs were 
ni't easy to move. 8 ome of tuein were 
hostile, and most of them lukewarm; 
and Dundee drank the cup of humll.a- 
lion aaJie canvassed for his cause from 
door to door. By plead‘ng. by arguing, 
by cajoling, by threatening, by proniis- 
Ing and by bribing, he got togi'ther 
some two thousand men, more or less, 
attd he had also tjio remains i f his cav¬ 
alry. His king had, as usual, left him 
to fend for himself, and sent him nolh- 
Ing but an Incapable Irish ofTlc-r called 
Cannon and some rnggi d Irish re rails, 
while .MacKay was watchittg him ai^d 
follow’ing him with a weil-equlpp*‘d 
force. Now and again the .«un shone 
on him and he had gihnp.ses • f vic¬ 
tory. driving Mai'Kay for days before 
him and keeping up communication 
with Livingstone, who had come^frogn 
Dundee with his dragoons, and was 
playing the part of traitor In .MarKny's 
army—for Jean was still determined, 
with characteristic ob.stinacy and Indlf- 
fer» rice to suspicion, to reap the iruii 
of her negotiation with LIvIngsto e. K 
F«*emed as if Dundee would at least 
gain a few troops of cavalry, which 
would be a great advantage to him and 
a disquieting event for MacKay's army.

"Albeit we were rivals In the Low 
Country and w’ilt soon flkht our duel 
to the death. lam loath to believe that 
this thing is true of you. and I will aik 
of you this last courtesy, for your sake 
end mine and that of the two English¬ 
men. that ye tell me the truth. 

“I salute you before the fight Mid L 
liave the honor to be. Your most obe- 
^ent servant, "Dundee.”

Yet more Imperious and Irresistible 
Is the lmrre.«slon of suns^’t as Dundee

"Whai size do I use?” "What shall 1 
have on my card In the way of an ad¬ 
dress. the house number only or the 
name of the town also?" "How will my 
newly-made acquaintance know the 
city where I reside?" 

Such are the questions sent, parUc- 
uiarly by those who will be traveling 
far from home. In reply, here are some 
general suggestions for cards and their 
uses: 

There is no pronounced change in size 
this season. The largest card used is 
that shared by husband and wife. Next 
in size comes the card used by the ma¬ 
tron. third tl\e card for the single wom¬ 
en and fourth In size, that used by 
the men. 

Pure white polished, but unglazed, 
brlstoi board, with plain, unbevelcd 
edges, is preferred. The type may be 
in the square block text, most severely 
plain. In French script or in old Eng¬ 
lish. No family crests or decorations of 
any sort are used, and the full name 
runs directly through the center of the 
card, with the house address. "23 West 
Branch Street,” In the low’er right-hand 
corner. A woman con have her day at 
home engraved In the lower left-hand 
corner, and a man may have there the 
name of his favorite club. If he lives 
at a club, how’ever. he has the name 
engraved where his home address would 
come. In the lower right-hand corner. 

The name of the city is not given. 
Presumably if a traveling acquaintant e 
desires to remember you, she will either 
write the name of your home town on 
the CHrd or In her address book. 


Married women have ihelr huwbunJs* 
name In full on their cards, thus: “Mrs. 
James Newton Grey." not "Mrs. Anne 
H. Grey." The name Is engravej In 
full. Initials are bad form. 

A widow' may use her husband's 
Christian name, "Mrs. James New’ton 
Grey,” or resume part of her maldeii 
name, thus: "Mrs. Anna Barton Grey." 

A divorced woman drops her former 
husband's surname or retains it, ac¬ 
cording to the terms of the annulment 
of ^helr marriage. For Instance, the 
card of "Mrs. John Trent Burton.’' after 
divorce, may be either "Mrs. Jane Mer¬ 
ton Barton," If she decides to retain his 
surname, or she can resume her maiden 
name, thus: "Mrs, Jane Merton," but 
she cannot use "Miss" on her card. 

The eldest daughter in the family 
uses "Miss Brown." Her sisters have 
their names engraved In full, thus; 
"Miss Margaret Lee Brown." 

A man’s card, whether he has not yet 
attained hia majority or is nearing the 
proverbial three score and ten, runs: 
"Mr. James Ellsworth Barton," "Mr." 
is obligatory. 

Young people never use contractions 
on thelr.cards like "Ned," "Kit," etc. 

The wife of a doctor or minister does 
not take her husband's title. The wife 
of Dr. James Hudson Brown has "Mrs. 
James Hudson Brown" engraved on her 
card. The best form for a doctor to ob¬ 
serve Is a card engraved "James Henry 
Brown, M. D.," with residence in 'tower 
right-hand corner. This is for social 
purposes. He has another card w’lth the 
office address and hours for profe* 5 ionel 
purposes. A minister's card runs: 
"Reverend Samuel Dodge Baxter." If 
the name is very long, the title may be 
shortened to "Rev." 

PRUDENCE STANDISH. 


U NQUESTIONABLY this spring 
and summer the separate, short 
jacket Is to be the thing, and 
no woman who pretends to 
keep her wardrobe up to dale can af¬ 
ford to be without ut least two of these 
chic outer w'raps. They may vary from 
tailored Jacket to flufly cape. They may 
be made in cloth, silk. laci and liuen. 
They may ^ tylrntned wth severest 
of bias bands and folds or with bolts 
and bolts of luco or braid. They may 
match costumes In color or fabric or 
they may present a decided contrast In 
both—but they mu.nt be short, very 
short and very natty. 

The llluslratlon.s show patterns for 
three short wraps w'hlch can be devel¬ 
oped and elaborated in various sorts 
of materials. 

Oner is the simplest forms of pony 
coal, which may be u.sod us a fouiida- 
Hf»n for braid, lace or all-over em¬ 
broidery. It can be developed in either 
single or doublo breasted fashion. 

Tho jacket is made with fronts, side- 
fronts, backs and side-barks, the seams 
all extending to the shoulders and giv¬ 
ing becoming lines t(» the figure. Tho 
sleeves are in ’’leg o* muilon” stylo. 
When closed in double-breasted style 
two rows of bulton.H arc usi'd. but when 
the slngie-^jreasted is preferred the 
coal Is cut off at the center and closed 
either with a single row of bullon.s or 
invisibly, the buttonholes bring work¬ 
ed In the fly. 

The t|uantlty of muterlal required for 
l|je medium size is 4 yards 27. 2*4 
yards 44. or 2 yards 52 Inches wide, 
with 4 yards of banding to trim .is 11- 
luHirated. 

This design is especially effective In 
silk for wear with veiling frocks, and 
in linen to w-ar over whitt or colored 
wash dresses. It can be made very 
simply in silk with fiat braid for 
binding and silk frogs and buttons or 
on aments for trimming, or the vari¬ 
ous pieces can be taken to a shop 
where stamping Is done and a dasa, 
conventional pattern for braiding be 
stamped upon them. The narrow'csl 
^of braid is then used to outline the pat¬ 
tern, the work being done by hand, 
These jackets done in silk braid are 
one of the luxuries of the season In 
ready-to-wear goods, but the home- 
sewer who braids rapidly can have one 
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siiirncsT FortM of font coat. 
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SEMl-FITTED 

at half tho price demanded In shopj. 
They are dlstlncHy quaint and old- 
style. yet right up to date. Sometimes.’ 
when the silk pony coat has been 
braided, it is flnl 8 h(*d off around tha 
edge with a double ruffle of chiffon 
cloth or liberty silk, set In between the 
coat and its lining, which should bo 
the lightest of China silk, with perhaps 
a very light weight Inter-llnlng of crin¬ 
oline to give It shape and body. Often, 
too. these braided coats are set off with 
double ruchings of black lace, such a** 
Chantilly, or a collar or black guipure. 
Here Is where some of the family lace 
in black comes into very excellent use. 

Some stunning ill He coats in this de¬ 
sign are shown developed in white 
linen braided with narrow soutache, 
or finished all the way round with flat 
linen braid, the seams and collar and 
cuffs being ouHlntd with narrower 
braid and big pearl but tons down the 
front. Or the collar and cuffs may be 
of very heavy linen Lice, and If the 
wearer of the wrap Is Hlenclcr, the 
seams may be outlined with insertion 
or galloon to match the lace In collar 
and cuffs. 

The second pattern shows the semi- 
flited pony Jacket. e.si>eclally suited for 
development In cloth, ^llk or flnon for 
wear with seml-tnllorcd costumes. 
V'ery often this pattern made up In 
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PONY COAT. 

veiling and lined with light-weight 
silk is trimmed with silk cording, ap¬ 
plied In a somew’^hat heavy design, the 
silk matching the cloth in tone. 

As illustrated It Is made of pongee In 
a very beautiful shade of blue and Is 
trimmed with plain and fancy bmld 
w hile the vest Is made of Oriental ap¬ 
plique, but braiding executed over a 
stamped design Is greatly in vogue and 
tho coat lends itself to such treatment 
with singular success. Lace applique 
is well liked for the dressier linen suits 
and there Is a whole host of braids and 
bandings that can be utilized. w*hile 
bands of the material piped with con¬ 
trasting color must not be omitted from 
the list of available trimmings. For the 
vest almost anything In contrast can 
be used or the material Itself braided 
or trimmed. 

The jacket Is made with fronts, side- 
fronts, back and side-backs. The vest 
portions aie faced with the fronts and 
their edges are concealed by the trim¬ 
ming. The fronts also are cut to give 
the drooping shoulder line and thore Is a 
becoming little flat collar at the neck. 
The sleeves of moderate size are finish- 
od with roll-over cuffs. 

The quantity of material required for 
the ffnedlum side Is i% yards 21. Z%, 
yards 27. or 1% yards 44 Inches wide, 
with IVi j'ards of applique for tho vesL 


6 ^ yards each of plain and fancy braid. 

The third design show's a capo Eton. 
The garment fits snugly to the figure, 
thus doing away with the "bunchy," 
middle-aged lines, which somo women 
dislike In capos. This la dlstlnotly a 
costume wrap and looks best when de¬ 
veloped In the same material as tho 
skirt and high girdle. If tho gown la 
of cloth or veiling in a plain color, tha 
w’rap may bo o*f silk, but it must match 
the skirt In shade. 

This one is ad.ipted to silk, to chllTon 
Wools, to linen and to cotton cqualiy 
well and provides just tno protection 
needed on a summer day. In the illus¬ 
tration it la made of pale blue radium 
silk and matches the skirt, the collar 
being of moire antique of the same 
shade. 

Tho Eton Isiniade with fronts, side- 
fronts, back and side-backs and the 
cape sleeves that aro Joined therolo. 
The neck is finished with a fiat roll¬ 
over collar and the edges meet at the 
front to elTcci Hie clusiug. 

Tho quantity of matonal required for 
the medium size is 3V4 yards 21, S 
yards 27. or 2 yard.s 44 inches wide, 
w Ith Vi yard 1 Inch w ide for the collar. 

Many of the now capes can best be 
developed from kimona patterns, cut 
short over the arms like an abbreviated 
kimona sleeve, and in long points back 
and front. Again the short wrap is 
nothing but a bolero, with two deep 
points back and front. Double and 
triple capes without an^ fitted under- 
body. and capes that are simply broad- 
shouldered fichus crossed surplice fash¬ 
ion in the front, aro developed in silk* 
nets, veilings, laco and embroidery. 
Most of the fancy capes and boleros 
arc finished with double ruffies of net, 
lace, liberty silk or other soft trim¬ 
ming. In fact, plaited frills and ruffies 
and ruchings are used whenever pos¬ 
sible on outer w raps. 

Black silk pony coats braided will be 
w orn with black and w'hlte voiles, silks 
and wash frocks; some very smart lit¬ 
tle coats in stripes are shown for wear 
with plain silks or cloths, but two sorts 
of stripes must never bo worn in the 
same costume. If the gown la of striped 
or check or figured goods, then the 
jacket must be plain.

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Three Plays Dealing Wiih Municipal Affairs 

Presented To the Theater-Goers of New York,

N ew York. Apil 26 —To hear the 
dramas of "The Jungle" and 
"The Undertow" Is like listen¬ 
ing to speeches at an anti-cap¬ 
ita) meeting In an election campaign; 
and a third new- play. "The Black Poli¬ 
tician.” deals with the same subject of 
municipal affairs facetiously. Will It 
come to pass that. In the processes of 
electioneering, parties will have their 
theaters, as w'ell as their newspapers, 
to make public opinion? The two of 
the named plays that are serious are 
outspokenly partisan for work againal 
wealth. "The Jungle" throws away a 
chance of popularity—so It looks to 
me—by an adhesion to politics as a 
the.sls. while "The Undertow" strikes 
right Into prosperity with the populace 
—as 1 view It—by doing that very 
same thing. It Is a case of hit and 
miss In two shots at one mark. 

The stagt-‘ version of Upton Sinclair's 
novel omits altogether the matter which 
made the book a bomb for the meal 
trust. Think of a play made out or 
Sinclair’s upheaving story of Chicago 
slaughter-house horrors, yet containing 
no glimpse or mention of those reve¬ 
lations tliat turned the stomachs of 
the eating world. 1 don’t say that It 
W’ould bo possible or de.slrahL-, to put 
on the stage representations of the 
flllh and cru» Ity of the stock yards and 
packing house.s. Ye w ho could go to a 
performance of "The Jungle" without 
expecting to 8ce> a bullock knocked in 
the bead, or a carcass cut up. or sau¬ 
sages linked, or licraps canned, as de¬ 
scribed In the offlciaJ reports to Uncle 
8am. which Upton Sinclair incited? 
Even you—honest, now—wouldn’t you 
be disappointed if you didn't get a 
Fight of that unlucky devil who. so 
Upton said, fell Into a super-heated vat. 
was boiled clean of his bones, and 
thereby turned a number of eaters of 
conned meat Into unwitting cannibal^? 
Think what a good melodramatic rid¬ 
dance of the villain might be made of 
that Incident.

per In a I^cklngtown »alot.in, with Con¬ 
nor hawking for the dovi^ of a bride; 
the squalid home of the married pair,

In w'ld'h politics is the principal and 
consti i.i iy foremost theme. But first 
let tell you about the vicissllu le^ 
of play writing as Illustrated In thU 
draniii hy Eugene Walter It wa^ a'- 
ceptfd for production by a New Y-*;k 
theatrical firm; but there wa.*< a de¬ 
lay In putting it on lh<- s age, during 
w'hlch a play on the su^^’ci of munic¬ 
ipal graft, "The Man ^ the Hour." 
was Introduced. Thi* slmllarUies are 
astonishing, yet th» n* is no suspicion 
that they are plaglarlstlc. In e'«ch 
play a Mayor Is elected ypon hls pledge 
to cji-cumveni graft In public ufllltle.s 
by Vetoing a franchise for a s'rect 
milw'ay company: In each the* graft¬ 
ers *^1 doavor to make him betray *he 
poopio » rau.se; In each the love of a 
girl Is a potential lnnu«»nc'; In each i 
Judge Is bribed by a trust; and In each 


the third act is in a City Hall, with 
Aldermen and i^irruptpig bosses com¬ 
bining against the Muyor. N«nv, as It 
seems to me. the success of Broad- 
hurst’s "The Man of the Hour" with 
one manager ought to nave made the 
other manager all the more eager to 
bring out Walter’s "The Underlow." 
But it didn’t work that way. "The 
Underlow" was pul on the s :c:f, and 
is now taken down by one of the 
Keith & Proctor New York slock co.n- 
panies. while the other simultaneously 
performs "The Jungle" This tr>'.ng- 
oui of new piays by slock organiza¬ 
tions is an innovation in the theatr.cal 
business. In these circumstances a 
special stage director is employed for 
each piece, the companies are strong 
in numbers and ability, and thereby 
many of the detriments of week- 
change hurry-skurry are obviated. 
Thus it Is proved by an adequate per¬ 
formance of "The Undertow" that, if 
It had been introduced in a tw*o-dollar 
theater, Instead of n half-dollar. It 
would have got an Initial propulsion, 
at the top of the theatrical tobqggaJi. 
Of course, everybody knows how to 
run a theater, a hotel or a new.spap r 
better than the men trained to the 
business, and It is easy to say, now 
that "The Undertow" Is acted, that 
It shouldn't have been put as’de be¬ 
cause "The Man of the Hour" had got 
out ahead of It.

The Hero of "The Undertow." 

Ulcliard Wells, the hero of "The Un- 
dertow," Is not the Mayor, but a young 
new'spaper reporter, strong enough to 
become a political reformer, to organ¬ 
ize an independent political party, and 
to elect a chief magistrate of a c ly 
described In the programme as "of the 
Middle West, with an approximate 
I>opula4.lon of half a million." He Is 
w’eak enough, also, to be a drunkard, 
and hls genius doesn’t .serve to keep 
him In employment. Thus he Is a dune 
human fellow, both good and 
the noblest of purposes hindered by his 
malady of drink. That makes the au¬ 
dience like him more man if he were 
a faultless paragon.

A Play Written By a Negro. 


A piny w’ritten by a negro and a'^fed 
by negroes was what the adver.lee- 
ment said of "The Block Politic! m.” 
and was I fooUsh to expect a probl m 
drama, possibly a tragic rejoin ler t » 
Brother Dixon’s "The Cla sman'"' 
Anywpy, I went lo find oul what m* s- 


aage It brought; and I got an inkling 
of my error at tlxe thoater window 
when I said. "Give me one reit on the 
aisle, If you cun, and pretty weM down 
In front." The man inside glance! at 
me with eyes that w’anted to wink, tmd 
said wUh a mouth that twitched w*ih 
an Inward smile, "Cert’nly. sir," and 
handed oul a ticket marked, "A-1- 
rlghl." 

Thut’s rather cloee the stage,’* 
1 said. 

"It’s 'a-l-righU all right," he re¬ 
plied. with a lapse from his former 
blithesome mood Into profound dlgn ly, 
after the manner of ticket sellers. 

"Still," 1 demurred, "1 don’t iiee<l a 
front Beaut to study even a ’racial* 
drama," 

"Oh, it Isn’t such a *racy* show* that 
you’ll mind sitting right up against It." 
•he remarked. "They won’t sing a 
’Sammy song* at you In the fro it r.iw, 
e%'en if yon do exppee a bald hvad w hen 
you take your hat off." 

There was half an hour b< f»ire the 
curtain would rise at the matinee, and 
I went across the street to a caf*' whici 
plocarded "Uinchecn." Tne restauranc 
wa.s behind a barroom, and on onierin:^ 
It 1 saw* a dozen negro and muloitto 
men at tables wkh quadroon and 
ckrtoroon girls. I halted In the dcor- 
way—for two clergymen have got into 
trouble lately by off-oolor slumming in 
New’ York, and who know’s that even 
a journalist's profession W'ould rave 
him from scandal In case of a police 
raid? A waiter came fonvard and 
said: "We don't serve coons, sir—not 
usually; but these belong to the show 
at the theater, and so the boas said 
feed 'em. I’ll set a screen round a 
table, though. If you want me to." 

As I lunched, 1 w'atched the members 
of "The Black Politician" company. 
They were not larky or skittish, lut 
very sedately humdrum; It couldn’t be 
that they were very bad burle^^qucrs; 
and when they had gone out .vlthout 
the slightest misbehavior. I xlowly 
came back to the expectation that I 
would see a racial and not raev play. 
Three hours later I quit the Uieaier 
stUI In doubt as to the ethical purp ise 
of the show. S. H. Dudley, author of 
the piece and actor of Its "Black 
Politician," played a gabby but i ot 
saucy, audacious but not Impudent. 
New York negro stranded In some 
Southern town. Inhabited, so <ar as 
was seen, by all hues of men e\c^i>t 
white. Two negroes were election er- 
Ing for the mnyoraliy. and Du-lley 
stumped for tne of them in the fclse 
guise of a wonderfully gifted .-f.ell- 
blnder. Dudley w’as a clever comedian, 
but all for fun and nothing for hls 
race’s ciiU3»e;‘ nor did hls male com¬ 
rades do anything more for the ^;olored 
people than to d^monstnte thilCl they 
can sing and dance like white per¬ 
formers. 

Nevei t' cless. Dudley may have lad 
a snbt’e. psychological purpose. It 
may be that, berir’es aiming to get 
white folks’ money by selling a toler¬ 
ably good entertainment, he had und r- 
taken lo show In mimicry a community 
made up of colored men and white 
women, and In reality a theatrical 
company of the sr\es In tnat same 
contrast. Brothe.’* Dixon’s anti-negro 
play has prospered on violent denun¬ 
ciation of Its exploitation of the Whlto 
Caps. Cati’t I arouse an opposition to 
Dudley’s play, and so help hls buslne.ss. 
by setting the fad forth that the .sa- 
lletu feature of hls show consists of 
sixteen white girls In singing, dancing 
and frollc.some Intimacy with the sem* 
number of black and brown men? The 
girls have negro blood, to be sure, but 
not enough to more than suggest ne- 
grolsm in their features, or to curl Iheli* 
hair In anything like kinks, and as 
to complexion.<i. paint and powder haxi 
turned their lawny skins to Caucasian 
pink and white. All the other negro 
companies that I have 8e?n were 
mingled black and tan In the women 
Hs Well ns the m*'n. with soubreite< 
shhding off from black as Mrs. Stowe’s 
Topsy to nothing lighter than her 
Ellz.i. Hut these sixteen evidently had 
been chosen as human documents to 
prove how far miscegenation has been 
larried in a whitening direction. 

It was as easy to believe, also, that 
by coupling the sixteen black ami 
brown men with those pink and white 
girls. Dud’ey had intended to ex¬ 
hibit the fart that practically w’hite 
girls need find nothing distasteful In 
all negro men. if they are brought up to 
It. Hls own real color w’as hidden un¬ 
der cork soot, to enable him to act the 
da.'key funnily, and the effect was. 
w hen he stood alongside hls remarkably 
pretty wife—so free of African taint in 
her delicately pretty features that her 
Illy and rose of artificial complexion 
looked genuine—a contrast In color 
which. If found In the actual life of a 
Southern town, probably would cause 
something or other In the way of pro¬ 
test.

A Donkey On the Stage. 

Once In a playlet E. H. Sothem hnd 
a dog for hls sole companion. He told 
the brute about a cruel sw'reiheart. and 
got tetl-w’ags and lonmie-licks bv w-ay 
of symnathetl.* r»*spon*’**. D>f< 1 |rty in 
"The riatk rollticlaa" bring- out a 


donkey, who has kicked a horse just 
before a race, and the mau explains to 
the beast the damage that he may 
have done, the duplicity of the act. 
the shameful lack of oomeraderle that 
It displayed, and the donkey wig-wags 
bis ears, rubs hls nose against the 
scolding negro’s arm and looks contrite. 

"Now. ef youah’s sorry fr what 
youah’s done." says the man, at the 
end of a confidential, heart-to-heart 
talk, "go back to de stable, an’ we’ll 
nevah mention de onpleasant subjec’ 
’tween fren’s again." 

The dialogue, with negro loquacity 
on one side and jackass silence on the 
other, fills three or four minutes with 
laughter, and that makes It worth 
toting a donkey on the tour. What 
struck me, though, w’as that most of 
the conversational teams in vaudeville 
might be bettered by substituting a 
dog, donkey, monkey, parrot or cat, for 
the one of the human pair who never 
is amusing. It would give all the pay 


to the real comedian, and yield more 
diversion to the audiences. 

The comedian’s par.ner In a dialogue, 
a.v you kndw If you go to vaudeville 
shows, may bo a woman who slng.s and 
pe.~haps dances by hrrself; but tn ihe 
"come-back stuff," as they call the 
repartees In the conversation, she 
serves as a butt for the man's jokes on 
her age and weight—for she la apt to 
be neither young nor slender. As they 
are husband and wife In private life— 
or ought to be—he takes their wedlock, 
also, as a topic for jest. But It seems 
that It Isn't safe to twit pn facta. In 
a show’, the other night, the gentleman 
said: "Who was the chump that bought 
wine for you last night? Not me." The 
lady didn't mind the bad grammar, 
but she wouldn’t stand for the bad 
taste of referring In public to her own 
sorial affairs. She drew* off and swat¬ 
ted him. He fell flat. And that was 
the finish of their "come-back" act for 
good and all.

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Right Way to Produce Shakespeare 




I N a recent number of the Thea cr 
Magazine Edl:h Wynne Mailhl- 
son. the English Shakespearian 
actress, who dellghitwi American 
theatergoes a few seasons ago with her 
charming Irnpersoryatlon of Everyman, 
makes a plea for improvements In the 
modern method of producing Shakes¬ 
peare. She Is in sympathy neither with 
the ultra simplicity of tlwe Elizabeth¬ 
ans, nor with the ultra extravagance 
of the commercial manager. She says: 

"The Elizabethan stage was simple, 
because Elizabethan audiences were sim¬ 
ple; they had no prior scenic traditions 
In their blo4>d. they had no exceptional 
Interest In the shape and architecture 
of the old Globe Theater, little blue- 
coat boys were the quite constant and 
commonplace solace of their eyes. All 
this, however, does not take away from 
what is the special praise of the Eliz¬ 
abethan method of representation, 
namely, its reverence for the text of 
the author, and for the integrity of the 
play. 1 suppose It may be conceded 
that.m«>dern Shakesperlan productions 
are frequently overburdened with ex¬ 
pensive and distracting exhibitions of 
the scene-painter’s art; that they are 
sometimes arranged with apparently 
no other end In view than the exploita¬ 
tion of Mr, Actor-manager This or 
Miss Star That; and that such plane¬ 
tary Influences, fighting In their 
courses, have not Infrequently pro¬ 
duced effects very often uulntelllglble, 
84.>methues even unintelligent; although 
it is only fair to add that precisely the 
same effecUi might conceivably occur 
among unskilled apostles oi the simple 
school. But Is there no middle way? 
A way which may satisfy—If not the 
exponent.^! of these conflicting schools, 
for I suppose they will never be recon- 
cllecl—but at least which may satisfy 
the lar^e moss of the general Intelligent 
public having s^’mpathy with both 
n^ooes of thought? I think there is. 
Ill the first place. Is it necessary to 
jireservo for the modern stage every 
single syllable of the original play in 
its entlieiy? Or la is not possible to 
preserve the entire Integrity of Its 
thought. Us characterization, and Its 
Btor)’, w’hllst Judiciously cutting much 
of the purely efflorescent In deMrip- 
tlon nnd expression, for w'hich modern 
audiences have no Instinctive feeling 
nor desire, and much of those over- 
scrupulous explanations ot the minor 
<let<iils In plot, which modern audiences 
are more or le.><s schooled to under¬ 
stand by Imaginative sympathy, and 
W’hich modern theatrical contrivances 
do so much to suggest In other w'ays? 
It may be said that this has been gem- 
e'*''!ly done. Has It? The truth Is, 
that much of Shakeepcarian ’ar¬ 
rangement’ for the modern stage Is pul 
Into tile hands of Incompetent and un- 
thoughiful people--i>eople having no 
true dramatist’s ins Inct for the shape 
and construction of a play at all. In¬ 
deed very often the cutting process only 
takes place at rehearsal, and then de¬ 
pends ufKin the haphazard interven¬ 
tions of the stage manager, the assis¬ 
tant stage manager, the actor man¬ 
ager—w’hose simplicity of method 
.should satlsD’ the Elizabethan school 
Itself—and perhaps those two or three 
other-people, friends or hangerson of 
the management, who may be^prlvUcg- 
ed to order lines In or lines out. ns be.si 
pleases them. The result Is sometimes 
appalling. I remember seeing a per¬ 
formance of ’The Tempest’ once. In 
which the crisis of the play was cut 
oul bodMy, probably to suit the aes¬ 
thetic prejudices of some friendly po- 
lonlus: and* another, of one of the 


iragedler, where oihq line giving con¬ 
summation to the catastrophe was sim¬ 
ilarly excised. Lot us bring back the 
ordinary humanity of Shakespeare's 
characters to the stage, lei us present 
his stories with some semblance of i- 
slstent plot, and we moy be sure ihil 
the sane and healthy Instincts of ihe 
public w’lll welcome him, whether ho be 
presented In the full panoplied splen¬ 
dors of all the llmeights. or In the dim 
obscurity so dear to the heart of Mr. 
Poel." 


AN INTERVIEW 

WITH BERNHARDT. 


ARAH BERNHARDT. In a noit- 
worthy Interview obtained In Paris 
the other day by the American torro- 
spondent, FVancla Warrington Dawson, 
discussed our actors sr>j the needs of 
our stage. The distinguished French 
artist said ahe regarded American girl? 
as possessing In an eminent degree the 
essentials that make actors—natural 
grace and charm, beauty, personal 
magnetism and the power of verbal ex* 
presslon. • What is urgently needed, 
however, is a training school of the 
first class, a dramatic conservatory to 
Inculcate the finer phases of technique, 

"When 1 was on my last American 
tour," Madame Bernhardl tal I. ‘qulie 
a number of girls came as’ic ng p rmts- 
aton to recite before me, so ih t i mi ,hi 
judge if the stage held any fuljre f*ir 
them. Every single one of the n had 
some truly fine quality In her. an j If 
you had to hear many girl.? from all 
parts of the work! recite, as I io. you 
would appreciate whai t. me ms. and 
what a tribute it Is to fia Ive his.rionic 
art In the United States. 

"But American girls tabor under one 
serious dlaadvanta^e, the lack of a na¬ 
tional conservatory. 

"Wherj they are over twenty ih**y 
make up their minds that th y would 
like to be actreases. ami they then 
start work on the stage; but it take? 
some >'ear8 for ihehft to acquire the 
elements of their profes lon. and they 
have passed the formative age before 
they have become thorough y familiar 
with what they are to do r.r lo avoll. 

•*In Fran<'e girls enter fhe conserv¬ 
atory at fourteen or fifteen; by the 
lime they arc nineteen they have mas¬ 
tered the rule?, they hnvc learned taste, 
and, above all. they know* how' to min- 
age their voices. 

"This Is the crucial thing for a young 
actor or actress. Many bn-ak or wear 
their xt)lce8 before reaching the poHoi 
when they are really capable of using 
them, nnd then there ts nothing moro 
to be done. 1 now have In my com- 
ser\*ntbry class a girl of exceptional 
parts, but whose voice leaves her Ttlle 
hope of achievement. Before coming 
to me ?he played In the provincial the¬ 
ater.? and tried to fill them without 
knoNvIng how; so now her organ brra’^s 
and raspn constant y," 

Incidentally, Madame Bernhardt gave 
her ^eas as to American players whoee 
work rhe had witnessed. What ‘he 
said led the Interviewer to ask: "Th-n 
in America we oould find no one among 
our own actresses to drill the ydunger 
generation?" 

"On the contrary." answered Rein¬ 
hardt, "you have one very great artist 
w’ho would P€d an admirable •*xainpl^, 
nnd there are several others, each go<‘d 
in hls line. Mrs. FIske I consider Ln- 


quesUonably the first among yoiir dra¬ 
matic artlsta She has on ^-xceilent 
training, strong inspiration, po’.verful 
magnetism; she Is furthermore rl<*ver 
ojid a profound thinker. One can feel 
that nothing Is aocldenl with her, but 
she goes down into the p.sychod )gy of 
her Impersonations. I must say that 
she occasionally appears to me a l.ttle 
Inartl.stlc; certain altitudes, movements 
and Intonations might even be called 
commonplace—there Is too much of the 
’bourgeolso* about her; but this d<‘es 
not keep her from being a very strong 
actress." 

After speaking of other American 
players of whose work slie knew, B*.riu 
hardt said; 

"Tlien there Is Richard Mansfield, an 
actor who stands out among the Vtry 
best; and John Drew, w’hose talent is 
remarkable. All these and some otliers 
would tender valuable services In the 
American cunserv*atory which I dream 
of soelng founded. If I can help with 
It, 1 shall, as I am sure many cf iny 
French colleagues would; but we could 
only give occasional lectures, as the 
language would be an Impediment 

"England could render you more 
0 e»r\*lce than France In this. Mra K»'n- 
dal and Lady Bancroft would do a^U 
mfrably as exponents of their two cate¬ 
gories of acting. Falling the rons<r- 
VBlory. budding American actor's and 
actresses would do well to fellow a 
course in Paris, as student? in pitl ii. 
Ing and music do, since In France we 
have an artistic atmosphere ceivturles 
old, and art canriot thrive and develop 
without Its atmosphere. 

"But the I’nltcfl fkates Is capable of 
forming this atmosphere, since It al¬ 
ready hag the talent, and ft Is worthy 
of being independent In this as In 
everything else. After the conservatory 
there will be another thing to found— 
a nallunal Theater. When I was in 
America I talkeij about this with Mr. 
Uonried. so eager was I to s.*e it 
started. It l.s inadmissible that the 
Amerkian Government, always to the 
fore In questions bearing on the public 
gof d. and ever an example to Europe, 
should keep Its eyes closed to art, the 
nit.St powrrful of mediums for teaching 
the public.**

TO SIGNM “OWING ALL.” 


Late James Davis, Author of ‘*The Geisha/’ Made a Grim Pun*ii6Jhcn 
He Chose His Nom de Plume—Couldn’t Keep “Solvent” 
Though His Plays Produced Fortunes. 


A t THE first evening porforman.e 
of "Brown of , Harvard" at the 
Maje.stic Theater, Boston. Mass., on 
April 8. certain Harvard students 
caused one of the most dUgraceful dis¬ 
turbances ever seen In a theater, says 
the Dramatic Mirror. Using H nry 
Woodruff’s appearance with the Har¬ 
vard "H" on hls sweater as a prete t, 
they tiegan bombarding the star and 
hls company with missiles of every 
kind and drowned the artists's vo'.ce^ 
with their cries. 

The police succeeded In arresting six 
of the most conspicuous of the oT-nd- 
ers. which seemed lo but Infura’e the 
remaining student.?. Mr. WjKidru T 
would not, however give them the sat¬ 
isfaction of ringing down the curta n 
and played the whole performance. 

Following inis behavior of cer aln 
students, the leaders or the four under¬ 
graduate classes at Uarvard Unlv<^r- 
Flty api^eared on the stage at the open¬ 
ing of the performance on the fallow¬ 
ing day and publicly apologiz 'd on. Ve- 
hulf (»f the students of the university 
for the occurrence. 

Tv o of the arrasted students were 
finnl a piece In the Pole*' Cou-t, 
while the cases of. those who ploadel 
not guilty have been postponed. It s 
oxpf<:ed that the matter will not b^ 
a'low*'d to rest there, and that s<ime 
diasilc ?tep will be taken by the fac¬ 
ulty to prevent the repetition oi.’ such 
acts, which necessarily reflect on the 
university as a whole. 

As for the boys w'hose cases were 
cootlnued. one was drunk, and, being 
hls first o''ense. was released in due 
pro^'ess of law. Three were given fines 
of 140 a piece. Two who had lawyers 
and made a fight found a friend In 
Judge Murray, who found, when a 
quibble was raised, that hrpwlng n 
lemon did not imkf* nf):»*'ee able no s^. 
and that, therefore, th* complaint 
would not hold. Inter In the week 
Thor'ns J Barrv. the lBw>'er. had a 
conference at the n;sirlcl Aitomev’s 
office re^rardUtg a clmrre of conspiracy 
to be brought forward with an att m t 
to secure an Indictment before the 
grand jury.

L O-VDON, April 15.—"Owen HaJl," 
who wrote "The Geisha" and 
"Florodora," and who has Just 
dlod, was not, of course, named 
Owen Hofll In r<«ill‘ty. hurt plain James 
Davis. It n>ay not be known to Amor- 
iican.s. ho^-ever, that there was any 
special slgnlficanee in ike nom de 
plume chosen by this amazingly suc¬ 
cessful librettist. But the truth la that 
its selectiv>n was a grim pun on the 
part of Davis, who might have stepped 
straight out of Henri Murger’s "Vlo 
de Bohetne.’’ "Ow*en Hall" stood sim¬ 
ply for "Owing all," and Davis once 
renuuked that perhaps It vvv*uld have 
been still more fitting If he had called 
himself "Puyne Nun"—"Paying none." 

This faodhe writer made pots of 
money, yet he was always in debt and 
fnequenily “broke.’’ A yeor or so ago 
be wrote an unvommonJy candid auto¬ 
biography, in the iounsc of which he 
said; "I suppose I shall go on working 
in harness till I get one of rhe only two 
experletnces I have never had—death 
and Rolvency." The flr.-»t came to him 
this week from acute gi^triiis—but 
solvency he never achieved. “Money 
has ahvay.« been my stumbling block." 
he declared In his autobiography. "I 
never could get enough money and I 
ndver could manage It, 1 suppose I am 
cursed with an erratic temperament, or 
a cxireles? one, or iierhapa a dishonest 
one; but the fact remains that no mat¬ 
ter how mucli I have earned In ray life 
I do not think I have ever been out 
of debt since I left et^iool at Kew owing 
two and nlnei>ence to the tart woman." 

Most of the nroney that Davis made 
out of hls stage pieces was lost at the 
track. He Is said to have received 
110.000 for the manuscript of "A Greek 
Shave," and to have parted with every 
penny of It In three weeks. Small for¬ 
tunes also came to him fn^m "Floro- 
dora," "An Ar»iis»t’s ilodel" and, of 
couroe. "The OelfOia," but they all melt¬ 
ed rapidly, "for," he wrote, "I make it 
a rule to allow my weekly expenditure 
Just to exceed my ^weekly Income." 

The story of how Davis, or "Hall." 
began writing musical comedies Is in¬ 
teresting. While in a train one day he 
met George Edw aides, who hud Just 
produced a new piece at the Gaiety. 
Kdwaides asked Davis what he thought 
of It. and Divls. who was then doing 
Journalisilc pot-bolleis, replied that he 
believed he could write a better one. 
"All right," replied the manager. "You 
shall do the next one*. ” Tnus "The 
Gaiety Girl" came to be. In writing R 
Davis practically invented the musical 
comedy as we know* it to-day, and as 
Mr. "Owing All" or "Owen HaJl" he 
lost no time In working the gold mine 
he had discovered. 

He had found out hls w'eaknesSes be¬ 
fore this, however, as his choice of a 
pseudonym showa He started out or¬ 
iginally as a "solicitor" nnd in-.de 
money oul of the law. but h’s Bohemian 
tendencies jioon got the upper hand. 
He set up a racing stable. At one Ume 
he had iweniy horrf-i Ig training, but 
within six month? he Hud lost every* 
shilling, and meanwhile had aliow'ed hls 
legal business to go to rack and ruin. 
Then he went iniu Journalism and his 
adventures In print were in keeping 
with the rest of hls career. To say that 
he was "outspoken" is mincing mat- 
ters; he was frankly abusive, though in 
fi clever fashion. 

Made dnarmatlc critic of the Sporting 
Times, w'hieh la commonly knowm as 
the "Pink 'Un." hls attacks on all and 
sundry were so unbridled that the pro¬ 
prietors of the journal were In dally 
fear of suit.? for libel. They finally 
bought "Hair* off. In fact, by giving 
him the money to start a paper of hla 
own. and thus The Bat came Into ex¬ 
istence. It was loo eccentric, however, 
to survive long. So It Is not surprising 
that Its editor soon found himself "ow’- 
Irg all" again, just before entering on 
his w'onderful career as a librettist. 
"The Geisha" alone. w*Ith Its run of 700 
nights In London, brougiit him a for¬ 
tune, but the fees from this and his 
ofh'^r pieces were mortgaged before 
ihclr runs began. Huge myaltlea altw 
came to him from "Florodorn." espe¬ 
cially from America, where It w*aa said 
that "Tell Me, Pretty* Malden," had re¬ 
placed "Yankee Dooille" as the national 
tune. 

A.S was published at home at the 
time, the librettist recently formed a 
limited company, with the name of 
"Owen Hall, Limited," to produce hls 
own pUh*«i. and a new* one. which he 
called "The Gntherine Wheel." wa** t*> 
have been done nt the .\delphl In S p- 
irmber. Davis’ last success was made 
with ’‘8c*‘geant Brue." whhh Frank 
Danb K rlnved in America The HI r^t- 
titl had l ecti n sicV f r mo ith«. 


but hls deaJh came as a surprlsa 
Taken altogether, he was one of the 
most amazing characters w h ch Lon¬ 
don’s "Bohemia" has produced. 

It has been a source of satisfaction 
to some of the English critics to point 
out that whereas Clyde Fitch is de¬ 
clared to be the most successful of 
American dramatists, he Isn’t good 
enough for London play-goers. But 
two acts at least of -'The Truth," the 
latest Clyde Fitch play to be produced 
here, please London play-goers and 
even the critics uncommonly w'ell. Th# 
applause at the Comedy* Theater on 
first night of the play under the 
Frohman management here was un¬ 
stinted for two acts, faJrly strong for 
the third act, and almost perfunctory 
for the final act. If only the dramatist 
had profiled by the falling off In en- 
thusbisin and had pulled together hls 
fourth act Instead of skipping off to 
the continent next day to do that 
Identical thing for hls version of "Tod. 
dies," American play* stock w*outd hav# 
gone up a good many points. On# 
trouble w'os that he had interested us 
Id the affairs of three couples, and Chen 
had utterly neglected one of thOBe cou¬ 
ple? and had left the other at loo## 
ends. The third cotJpte w*as repr^* 
sentfd by two deserved I v p*>piilar play¬ 
ers.

Charles L, Crush, president of tho 
Atlas Cool Company, tostlflod to the 
contrary, alleging that he fixed the 
piles of coal handlei| by the Atlas Coal 
Company Irrespective of the prleoo fix- 
ed by other dealers. He said ho did 
not know whether there n. con¬ 

spiracy among the other retail coal 
d^ors. but that he had never heard 
H Jntlmaiod. When asked to explain 
how all aie retail coai merchants of 
Lrf)ulsvllle came to Increase the price 
of coal to a certain figure on exactly 
the same day. Mr. Crush said he could 
not. and left the Impression on his 
hearers that he looked upon the fact as 
merely a coincldenoe. 

Other retailers who were placed on 
the stand and questioned by Luther M. 
Walters, attorney for the commission, 
among them Hugh Memin. treasurer 
of the O'Neill Coal and Coke Company. 
Charles O'Connor, president of the 
O'Neill Coal and Coke Company, and 
F. M. Sockett, vice president of the 
North Jelllco Coal Company, president 
of -the Jelljco Laurel Coal Agency. \ice 
president of the Byrne & Speed Coal 
Company, a director of the Williams* 
Coal Company and president of tho 
Federal Goal and Coke Company, when 
asked whether they had any knowledge 
of a conspiracy among the. retailers 
relative to the increase or decrease 
in the price of coal, declined to answer 
on advise of their attorneys. As a 
result of their refusal It Is probable 
that a pftltlon will be directed from 
the commission to Judge alter Evans, 
of the Federal Court, asking that ho 

require the men to answer.

Petty Grafting Charged. 

The most sensational testimony of 
the day was that of William Eads, 
owner of the tVoodson mine at Hillside, 
who alleged that Samuel Cates, a con¬ 
ductor in the employ of tho Illinois 
Central Railroad Company, had de¬ 
manded a mule from him In return 
for certain favors connected with the 
distribution of coal cars. He asserted 
that he had previously permitted 
Cates to levy upon his store to the 
extent of groceries and clothing, but 
that wheO It came to the mule proposi¬ 
tion he balked. He alleged that the 
discrimination of the railroad against 
his mine had shut him out of tho 
Southern territory, and had caused a 
big financial loss. 

Later In the day A. H. Egan, division 
superintendent of the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company, testified that Cates 
was not in a position to aid Eads In the 
matter of coal car distribution, and that 
he could not have discriminated against 
the coal operator had he so desired. He 
said that after receiving a letter from 
Eads wherein the latter Insinuated that 
certain attaches of the company were 
levying tribute upon him for certain 
favors, he started an Investigation. He 
further asserted that within the last 
four weeks he had heard that Triads had 
attempted with cigars to bribe another 
employe of the railroad company in re¬ 
turn for favors, 

• • « 

How Cars Are Divided. 


The first witness to testify yesterday 
was J. C. Howe, secretary and treas¬ 
urer of the Madison Coal Corporation 
of Illinois. According to the testimony 
brought out during tho first day's 
hearing, this Is the company which Is 
controlled by the officials of the Illi¬ 
nois Central Railroad Company. 

When asked whether his company 
pays full rates for the transportation 
of its mlnJnrf products, Mr. Howe re¬ 
plied that It did. He dented that there 
wore any rebates or drawbacks allowed 
his company by the railroad company. 

Mr. Walters, attorney for the com¬ 
mission, asked Mr. Howe w’hether there 
had ever been a car shortage at his 
mines, and he replied in the alTlrma- 
tive. He asserted that the shortage 
was frequently very serious and that 
he had frequently made complaints to 
the officials of the road. He asserted 
that he had orders from the South last 
year w'hich he could not fill on account 
of. the car shortage, but w’hen asked 
whether he had to cancel any contracts 
because of the shortage of cars, staled J 
that he failed to I’ecall any such. 

• • • < 

Balks On Mule Proposition. 


William Eads was the second wit¬ 
ness. He asserted that employes of 
the lUjnols Central railroad had made 
demands upon his company store In 
such a way that 'he was given to un¬ 
derstand that unless he acceded to the 
demands he would be discriminated 
against in the matter of car service. 

In conducting the cross-examination 
of Kads, Edmund F. Trabue, attorney 
for the railroad company .alluded to 
the gifts of groceries and clothing al¬ 
leged to have been given to employes 
of the railroad company as '‘bribes.*' 
Ho asked Mr. Eads how long he gave 
Cates merchandise out of his store, and 
the latter reiplled *’for nearly a year." 

*'I gave him only those things that 
demanded," he said. "I did not con¬ 
sider filial 1 wa^ bribing him. Ho gave 
me to understand that it would be bad 
for my business if T refused. Wieti he 
asked for tho mule I balked, and after 
that the serWee grow much worse." 

• • • 

Grafting Has Made Him Poor. 


Mr, Trabuo asked Mr. Eads whether 
he had given any of the employes of 
the railroad company "brlbcsj" since 
and the coal operator replied that 
,1L» had grown so poor that he was no 
lonflger in a position to donate to the 
lillnols Central Railroad Company. Ho 
asserted that since he had stopped his 
contributions his tipple haid been 
wrecked through the negligence of the 
company's agent, and that cars had 
been run off the track and thus made 
useless. He said that his mine ha^ 
a rated daily capacity of 300 tons, but 
that it frequently happens that hla car 
allotment falls as low as 40 arid 50 per 
cent, of the pro rata that he should 
receive. 

Mr. Eads was asked to give In¬ 
stances of shortage which had sevJous- 
ly affec't'^ his mines, and said that on 
December IS. 10 and 20, four mines in 
his immediate vicinity had receK'-ed 
more than their proportion of rtirs, 
while he did not receive a ^ngle car. 
He gave the following figures for Jan¬ 
uary* 1007:

Mr. Eads Gives Figures. 


"The Dovey mine loaded 169 cars, or 
62% per cefit. of Its rated capacity; the 
Browmland mine loaded eight curs, or 
66 1-3 per cent, of Its rated capacity: 
the Oakland mine loaded 120 cars, or 
62 per cent, of Its rated capacity; the 
Woodson mine, owned by myself, load¬ 
ed elghly-elghl cars, or 43 per cent, of 
Its ralefi capacity.*' 

Mr. 'Trabue developed the fact, dur¬ 
ing his croes-examlnatlon of the wit¬ 
ness. that during the month of Janu¬ 
ary he w'as supplied wdth more cars 
than he could use. Mr. Eads explained 
this by staling that he was hampered 
in his operations at this time by the 
high w'ater, a scarcity of miners, and 
other circumstances. 

After asserting fihat on one occa¬ 
sion the trainTTinsier told him that the 
Illinois Central had Issued Instructions 
to give preference in the distribution 
of coal cars to those mines which fur- 
nlrtied "company coal,*' Mr. E<ids read 
a joint leier which he wrote on DecemT 
ber 17, 1905, to the superintendents of 
transportation at Chicago and Mem¬ 
phis, in which he complained of the 
alleged “unjust discrimination’’ on the 
south and Avest of 'the Woodson mine. 
He said this letter was never answer¬ 
ed. 

"I have appealed to Mr. Keith. Mr. 
Harwood and every other official of the 
road that I supposed could help me," 
he said, "but all to no purpt>se.”

The next witness called was F. M. 
Fisher, president of the Nortonville 
Coal Company and postmaster at Pa¬ 
ducah. He asserted that his mines have 
a rated capacity of 800 tons per day 
and that the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company allows him a maximum of 
ten cars and a minimum of five cars 
a day. 

Mr. Fisher was asked w’hat he knew 
pertaining to the allegation of the Illi¬ 
nois Central railroad's discrimination 
in favor of the mlnea that furnish "com¬ 
pany coal." He replied that on one oc¬ 
casion he had called at the office of 
Mr. McCabe, w^ho informed him that 
the road had all It could do to furnish 
car.M to those operators with whom the 
road has contracts, and that there were 
no cars available for handling commer¬ 
cial coal. 

Mr. Fisher said that his concern had 
been compelled to cancel contracts be¬ 
cause of the scarcity of coal cars and 
that he had failed to renew contracts 
for 1907 on that account. Wheb #^ked 
lo name his contract price w’lth the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com¬ 
pany for coal he replied "ninety cents a 
ion for mlne-ruq coal, five and one-half 


Irving H. Wheatcrafl. president and 
general manager of the Kentucky Val¬ 
ley railroad, a twelve mile run which 
runs from Wheatcraft on the Illinois 
Central to Progress on the Louisville 
and Nashville, said that he knew' of no 
official, either of the Itllncris Central or 
the Louilsvillo and Nashville road who 
had any Interest in any of the mines 
along his rood. 

W. G. Duncan, president of the W. 
G. Duncan Co-al Company, of Lucerne, 
Ky.. said his company owns and op¬ 
erates three mines, and that their total 
rated capacity is 2.500 tons a day.

Many of the trees arc more thajn^slx feet 
In circumference, but are still fruitful 
and vigorous, although neglected for gon. 
eraddns. Little Is known of the hl>*tory 
of this orchard, but the oldest Inhabltoms 
of Uie valley of the Rio Graj^de remem¬ 
ber tlie onihard from childhood, nnd 
claim that the trees have not changed 
In appearance since then. Venenihl > 
Mexlenns and Pueblo Indians tell of vis¬ 
iting the orctiard ns far back as they can 
remember and finding apples on the 
ground in nil stages of deos.y at least 
two feet deep. 

The Estancia valley has been peopled 
for ages, probably by the Spanish explor¬ 
ers at Grantd Quivers, Abo and othor an¬ 
cient dries. Probably In the early dnys 
of the Spanish occupation some Fran¬ 
ciscan monk found his way to Msnxino 
and there planted this orchard wuy b * Ic 
•In the dim distance. 

The apples, ho-wever, are of nn In¬ 
ferior qu.ril'ty, be-lng small nnd rough- 
skinned. Manxano means apple in l^e 
Sixini.^h langUBige, and as the moumalns. 
wWoh tower above this 'f;unous orchn.rd 
aj?o called Manzano, It Is heWeved that 
the moiiuialns were romed after the 
trees. The orchard oan h« reached easiest 
from the rallrcsLd from Mountalnalr by a 
drive of iwelv's miles. s

The oldest turfman cannot recall a 
year In w’hlch conditions were Just, the 
same as apply at this time. Seldom has 
such a large field of good colts been

Hayes, Ivas the Debry bee bussing In his 
bonnet. He talks but little, but is very 
busy nrepplng his colt for the final test. 
That he will be rcfOdy to the nu>ment la 
certain. That ho will run a grand race Is 
another mire thing.

Intonded to win the Kentucky classic 
comes the word (from I.#c£lngton where he 
Is In training. He lias shown the fastest 
trial of any of the Derby candidates. His 
mile in 1:41 flat a few ^ys ago, over the 
old Kentucky Association course, set 
tongues going In the heart of aristocratic 
turfdom. He will have a strong following 
among the supporters of the blood-line 
theory. Ovelando. in his two-year-old 
form, was a colt of no mean class, and It 
la claimed that he has developed into a 
veritable speed marvel.

Operations In the stock market this wt 
were narrow and professlonaJ, indicative of an 
lodrolslve condition of speculative sentiment. 
Roaponae has been equally feeble to favorable 
or unfavorable developmania. A conspicuous 
feature of the week has been the further mu- 
terloJ relaxation In money markets at oil 
money centers. The Imperial Bank of GcT 
many, Hte Bonk of the Nether)an«ls and the 
Bonk of England have reduced their offtetoi 
discount rates successively, and these InstHu 
Hons, with ths Bank of France, all made re¬ 
turns Mtowing the substantial strengthening of 
the bonking situatioo In their respeodve tern 
torlee. In tho ITnlted States money rates have 
continued to recode. Securities markets hare 
remained llstlees In face of this course of 
evenu. which had been looked forward to with 
oorrfldeooe as promising a relapse from ths re- 
strsinta which have hound tho markets. 

It Is stgnRIcant that the easing o( foreign 
money markets. Instead of causing a fiow of 
gold toward New York 4b set In. has turned 
the tide of the foreign exchanges against New 
York to an extent to give rise to discussion 
among bonkera of a probable early outflow cf 
gold. It Is Inferred from this condition of the 
exchanges that on Important part has bean 
pla>'ed In the easing of foreign money markets 
by the Hquidatiosi of Amerle^ aeouiittas. The 
quastloo Is raised Inddentolly of how far the 
recent foreign takings of American railroad 
notra have been returned to the home market. 
The credits supplied by foreign purchasca of 
these notes was relied upon to establish olairfis 
for resources to become available to this mar¬ 
ket. Instead there has been ootlve remittance 
to foreign morkotn to pay off obligations pre- 
vioeiely incurred. 

The figures of the e^untry's foreign trading 
for the nine months of the Ascoi year sbow a 
material reduction of the balance In our favor 
compared wtUh the previous yvoi*. Not only has 
the exoeae of merchandise exports declined 
$44,000,000 ami of silver exports $7.83L0')0. 
but the excess of gold Imports for the same 
period has Increased $06,957,000. Of our own 
bonking position, the detailed analysis of the 
reports of all the notlonai bonks of the March 
2 B condition baa given much food for discus¬ 
sion. Outside of New York loans are heavily 
expanded and reser v es are at a low stage and 
tho centers at which these conditions ore most 
pronouncetl give ^occasion for suspicion of a 
large speculative'element In the employment 
of oredlU In jeol estate and oBter forms of 
promotion. Since the date of this staiment 
there haa occurred an expansion of New York 
bonk loans unpreredentrd for the same rime 
and this Is attributed to a Istrge extent to the 
taking over by New York bonks of loons from 
Interior Inscttutlons. TVIs suggeots a former 
large extension of credits on the port of in¬ 
terior bonks to Wail street Itself. 

The outcome of the coming crops Is regarded 
os perhaps of crucial importance to the satis¬ 
factory working out of the financial situation 
of the country. There ta oommon agreement 
Choi the present condition of the wtnier wheat 
crop Ls unsatisfootory ^Ad dependent on future 
tmprovenwot for a favorable outoome. The 
late spring offeni the likelihood of delay for 
other crape and reports of actual damage have 
been plenitful In all markets. This makes a 
material burden on the stock market 

Several isolated Incldfvtts of the week have 
been seised upon to point to ooneluslons of 
general Mgnifleaoce. A report was pubUshed 
of a heavy reduoUon In the a'orklng force of 
the Western Electric Company^ which was offi¬ 
cially attributed to a falling off in demand f^'r 
tbe productloii owing to high level to which 
prices had attained. Similar views were attrib¬ 
uted to officials of another of the principal 
tdeoliioal equipment oomponles, although de¬ 
nied by other piinci-pal companies. The Chicago 
Great Western secuiitlen broke sharply In con¬ 
sequence of the crttlclimi of Its capitallsatton 
by the Mlnmaota Legisluture's Investigating 
Committee, and the Incident served to revive 
apprehemrlon over an extension of the policy 
of Government regulation of cmpltallxatloD, 
based oa sppraUbd valuations.

"After you get yohr agent don’t be 
afraid to compensate him for the 
ser\1oea be renders you In reselling 
your property. Don’t oak fi>r a pound 
of flesh or any other quarvtlty out of 
his commission. If he has made you 
a profit he Is entitled tp all the law 
allows him. If you wAnt an extra 
quick turn, offer him a double com¬ 
mission and watch him hustle. 

•’Rerr^nrrber that the real estate busi¬ 
ness IH not a manifestation of iiracd- 
«il phDanIhropy. The agent Is a hu¬ 
man being, and as such Is prone to give 
his preferred attention to his reguhvr 
customers and next, to such outsiders 
as allow him his full commission. On 
any other basis you. as an operator, 
are working the market at an enor¬ 
mous d1sad>TU>tage to yourself. 

"In addition to the above balm keep 
cool; don’t get cold feet. If you spec¬ 
ulate—speculate—don’t holler. If you 
can't plgy a lone hand syndicate your 
resources. Don't shop around. If you 
can't make up your mind what you 
w'ant consult a reliable agent and stick 
to his advice.

New York, April 27.—Tb<" body of 
Havtd Wlllcox. former president of the 
Delaware and Hudson Railroad Com¬ 
pany, who committed suicide on the 
steamer Barbarossa In mldoceaii on 
W’ednesday, was landed at Hoboken to¬ 
day and given into the care of his 
cousin. W. O. WiUcox. 

It was found that Mr. WMUcox shot 
himself in the mouth, dying instant¬ 
ly. Mr. Wlllcox was in a very nervous 
condition from ill health when he sailed 
for Europe a few weeks ago. After 
reaching EXirope he cabled to his cousin 
that his condition was worse than when 
he left America. Since then his rela¬ 
tives is this city have had no word 
from him. 

Mr. WIUcox boarded the Barbarossa 
at Gibraltar. Although he shot him¬ 
self on Wednesday night. It was not 
until noon of the following day that hbi 
death was discovered, when the stew¬ 
ard. growing uneasy, forced the door of 
his stateroom and found him lying 
dead In his berth. 

His despondency was said to-day to 
have been partly due to flnanclal losses 
suffered during the slump in ^ho stock 
market In March. The cares of his 
office as president of the Delaware and 
Hudson Company bore so heavily on 
him in his ill health that he tendered 
his resignation as president by cable 
while still In Eu rope.
